I made a 
lot of these exhibits, placing each one ina 
small bottle and carefully eorking it so that 
there could be nothing on the cotton but the 
scraping from the receivers. Then the 
cotton balls were taken in hand by the 
bacteriologist. The result was we found a 
multitude of the grip bacilli. 

“There are 45,000 telephones at least in 
New York, and I figure that there have been 
from 35,000 to 40,000 cases of grip. I will tell 
you why there has not been more contagion 
from this source. It does not follow that 
every one that uses the telephone is sus- 
ceptible to the grip, and the same is true of 
all diseases proceeding from germs.

CUBANSAPPROVEGOMEZ’S PLAN 


Policy of Uniting Spanish and Insur- 
gent Elements Indorsed by Ex- .

Havana, Jan. 21.—A meeting of the Cuban 
Executive committee was held yesterday 
at El Carmen.

OTHER PHILIPPINE NEWS. 


Jan. 13, via Hongkong, Jan. 21.— 
The Americans and Filipinos were probably 
nearer a conflict this afternoon than at any 
time since the occupation. Fortunately the 
matter was amicably settled. A Filipino 
Lieutenant, imagining that his men had been 
insulted by some American troops, marched 
a company of forty armed natives to the line 
of the Americans, and the sentries, four in 
number, back of the Montana regiment, in 
obedience to orders were compelled to re- 


tire to the outpost in order to avoid trouble. 


As the Filipinos disobeyed the command 
to halt, deployed in the canebrake, and as- 
sumed a determined, threatening attitude, 
Lieutenant Jansen, who was in command of 
the post, telegraphed to brigade headquar- 
‘ters and General Otis personally investi- 
gated the matter. 

The Filipino Lieutenant was most excited 
and General Otis insisted upon interviewing 
his superior officer. Consequently the Fill- 
pino Captain was summoned and he was also 
found to be excited. As a result of the con- 
ference he admitted that the Filipino Lieu- 
tenant had exceeded his authority. His men 
were drawn up in line, saluted, courtesies 
were exchanged, and the Filipinos retired. 

The incident is significant, as it shows the 
tendency of the Filipinos to disregard 
pickets, knowing that the Americans are not 
wiliing to commence hostilities, and it also 
demonstrates the danger of irresponsible 
junior officers of the Filipino army precipi- 
tating trouble at any moment. . 

Lopez Will Not Let Troops Land. 

President Lopez of the Visayas federa- 
tion has replied to President McKinley's 
proclamation of Jan. 9. He claims the rev- 
olutionary government antedates the Paris 
treaty by over two years. He says he has 
never been officially notified of the existence 
of the treaty, and that, therefore, he de- 
clines to recognize American authority, and 
refuses to allow Americans to disembark in 
force without express orders from 
ernment at Malolos. 
General Miller, the commander of the 
American expedition, replied that the Amer- 
feans cannot recognige President Lopez’s 
authority, because the Filipino republic is 
not recognized by the powers. He also ex- 
pressed regret at the determination of the 
Filipinos to resist just claims. 

The United States gunboat Petrel and the 
Spanish gunboat El Cano are near Iloilo. 
The natives at the fort mistook the United 


States cruiser Baltimore’s meal pennant for 


a challenge, and have hoisted a red rag on 
the fort thrice dally, lowering it simul- 
taneously with the Baltimore’s pennant. 

The United States transport Indiana h 
gone to Iloilo with dispatches to Gene 
Miller from General Otis and coal supplies 
for the expedition. 

The British second-class cruiser Bona- 
ventura and the German - second-class 
cruiser Irene have returned here. 

Both the Iloilo banks have sent their 
treasure to Manila 

The American and Filipino commissioners 
are reported to have conferred at the Fil- 
ipino club with unsatisfactory results. The 
natives allege they must have official rec- 
ognition before discussing the question of a 
protectorate. Another conference is be- 
lieved to have been arranged for tomorrow 
night, but the officials here decline to confirm 
or deny this statement. x 

Coasting steamers which have 
here report the natives are fortifying Fal- 
bayog and the Island of Samar, refusing to 
allow Americans to land there. The garri- 
son consists of a thousand men armed with 


spears and bolos. They have only six rifies. 


Fear Attack on Manila. 


Owink to persistent rumors of a con- 
| templated attack upon Manila on Saturday 


and Sunday, the American troops were con- 
fined to their quarters, all the guards were 
doubled, and, as a measure of precaution, 


„foreign flags were displayed on the business 


and private houses everywhere, as on the 
day of the entry of the Americans into this 
city. The escolla, the usually busy thor- 
oughfare, was deserted on Saturday night. 

A score of groundless alarmist rumors are 
still abroad, but confidence is being restored. 

Another proclamation, purporting to be is- 
sued by an American and signed W. T.“ 
appeared on Friday and applied in broken 
English to brother Americans and comrades 
to let the Filipinos alone and that it their 
officers compelled them to fire to please fire 
in the air.“ The proclamation also ap- 
pealed to Americans to disregard Filipinos 
who pretend to favor annexation” and 
alleged that the American agitation to hold 
the islands is fostered by a few officers who 
are making money thereby.“ ' 

The proclamation concluded with para- 
phrasing the Monroe doctrine in the words 
“the Philippines for the Filipinos.” 

No News at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—[Special.}— 
At a late hour tonight it was said at the 
War department that no official informatio 
had been received from General Otis of the 
reported repulse of General Miller at Iloilo, 
as contained in the press reports. Secre-

Special assessments will be discussed at 
the rooms of the Real Estate board at the.

“The real estate interests have suffered 
and owners are constantly Kept on the rack | 
because of these special assessments,“ said 
Robert C. Givins. Daily complaints are 
made. Sivert Hollisen of Rogers Park has 
just brought in assessment bills for $3,140 
on fifteen acres of ground for paving a street 
upon which his property fronts. The pave- 
ment is macadam, with stone curb. He has 
960 feet fronting on the street. Although 
the work was not done until Sept. 1, 1898, the 
assessment was levied and bears interest at 
6 per cent from July 23, 1897;. he must there- 
fore pay interest on this large sum for 
thirteen months for nothing. The roadbed 
is thirty feet wide, and the highest price 
that should be charged for it would be §2 a 
running foot; his, assessment, therefore, is 
$1,000 too high. Judgment has been secured 
against his property and it is too late to 
raise the high price as a defense. 8 


Dirty Streets of Chicago. | 


Chicago has secured a world-wide repu- 
tation for dirty streets, and the claim is 
made by the city that théepublic will not 
permit sufficient appropriation to pay for 
cleaning them. It is said New York spends 
$3,000,000 per annum for street. cleaning. 
New York does nothing of the kind. The 
$3,000,000 includes street repairing, and as 
the citizens of New York who own property 
have to pay only once for paving, and all 
repairing and repaving is borne by the city 
and not by the property-owners, this explains 
the large item. Chicago has expended, or 
has been charged for, nearly $1,000,000 a 
year for street cleaning for the last four or 
five years. It is claimed also that Chicago 
has 1,250 miles of improved streets to be 


. cleaned; while it is a fact that if we take out 


two or three hundred miles of streets which 
are occasionally cleaned up a little—especial- 
ly before election—the others are not touched 
at all, not even with the proverbial ten-foot 


e. 
It would take a small amount of money, 
comparatively, to clean up the business sec- 
tion, but has even this been done? The 
general market price throughout the country 
for asphalt streets runs all the way from 
$1.87 to $2 a square yard. The price adopted 
lately by Chicago is $2.50 to $3.50, according 
to the bills, but the contract price for this 
work could be reduced to $1.50 a square yard, 
and plenty of contractors will do the work at 
that figure. Vitrified brick can be laid fora 
good deal less than asphalt. 

“A letter written by J. 8. Sheahan on Oct. 
31, 1898, to C. H. Mulliken of the Real Estate 
board gives a fair idea of the exact cost of 
contracts tendered to the city. It will be 
noticed that the city charges in the special 
assessment. bills in many cases almost twice 
the cost given here.“

Ogden, 
Sheldon & Co. had St. Clair street paved 
with the best quality of vitrified brick; the 
roadbed was thirty-nine feet wide, seven feet 
wider than the usual road, and eight inches 
of concrete underneath the brick, the city 
specifications being six inches; they had this 
work done for about $100 a lot. 

A prominent citizen recently had occa- 
sion to build a largesewer. The contractors 
said it would cost $56,000 if he built it for the 
city, but only $40,000 if he built it for himself 
individually. If it is true that contractors 
for various kinds of city work are conspir- 
ing with city officials to make these excessive 
charges, the matter should come before the 
grand jury. It is high time that the people 
arise to the fact that it is their business to 
imrvestigate these matters. 

A Chicago Judge is looking up legal 
points to ascertain whether the federal court 
will take action in this matter to protect the 
citizens in case appeals to all other courts 
are unavailing. The County Court has en- 
tered up judgments by default in thousands 
of these cases where the amount of judg- 


ment has been for twice the actual cost of 


the work. The Board of Local Improve- 


ments could stop this matter by a single reso- 


lution, and instructions to the City Attorney 
to limit the amounts in all cases. The City 
Engineer in his estimates could stop this ne- 
farious practice by reducing his estimates 
to the actual cost of the work and the rea- 
sonable expenses connected therewith. All 
these special assessment cases can be tried 
before the Superior and Circuit Court Judges 
of Cook County, but their dockets are full, 
and they will not hear special assessment 


cases.

The information 
received from different sources varies quite 
a little, and until Secretary Hay hears from 


Mr. Osbourne this government wil not be, 


able to arrive at definite conclusions. His 
report is expected next week. 

It is not doubted in official circles here 
that if Consul Rose is found to be in the 
Wrong his acts will be disavowed by his 
government. It is authoritatively stated 
this government has not demanded of Ger- 
Many the recall of Mr. Rose, and such action 
would not be contemplated unless Germany 
Should seek to defend and countenance his

OBITUARY. 


ALONZO DE FORREST JONES, Chicago, 
a member of the Old Settlers’ club and for 
many years connected with the Chicago 
Board of Trade, died at his residence, 4723 
Prairie avenue, on Jan. 20. He was born in 
May, 1835, in a little frame house on the 
banks of the river where Dearborn street 
now intersects South Water. His father, 
Benjamin Jones, came to Chicago in 1833 
along with his brother, William, and they 
founded the two branches of the Jones fam- 
ily, William being the father of Fernando 
Jones. The family traces its ancestry back 
to the days of the Welsh Kings, but it emi- 
grated about the year 1800 to the New 
England States, finally settling in Massachu- 
setts. Alonzo Jones devoted most of his 
early life to the real estate and lumber busi- 
ness and was active in the incipient growth 
of the city. The great fire followed by the 
panic of the eighties brought reverses and 
for the last fifteen years he had led more or 
less a retired life. While engaged in the 
lumber business he founded the Town of 
Manitowoc, Wis., established lumber inter- 
ests there, and on the incorporation of the 
Village was elected Mayor. In Wisconsin 
politics he played a prominent part and was 
at one time a member of the State Legisla- 
ture. He belonged to the Wisconsin Grand 
Commandery of the Knights Templar and 
was also a member of the order of Oddfel- 
lows. Before the time of his deatirhe appar- 
ently was in fairly good health with the ex- 
ceptlon ot an attack of the grip. This aggra- 
vated an affection of the heart and culminat- 
ed in his sudden death. The funerai will be 
held at 3 p. m. today at his late home and 
interment will be at Oakwoods in the 
Jones Mound.“ 


CHARLES H. SHRINER, Chicago, died 
on Jan. 19 at his residence, 3010 Lake Park 
avenue, aged 77 years. He was an active 
partisan from early manhood, commencing 
his public career in the campaign which re- 
sulted in the election of Franklin Pierce to 
the Presidency, and continuing it through 
every Presidential campaign down to his 
late canvass in the employment of the Demo- 
cratic National committee.

tate left her by her husband. * 
Mrs. Stanford had planned to carry out 
her husband's ideas as to the great uni- 
versity at Palo Alto that bears the name 
of his son, and to whose memory the great 
educational institution was established. But 
the complications following the panic 
proved a tremendous stumbling block. More 
than once since 1893 did Mrs. Stanford 
contemplate. the sacrifice of her jewels 
to keep the doors of the university open. 
But the probate tangles and litigation 
consequent upon the death of Senator Stan- 
ford are now ended, and the widow of mil- 


lege campus at Palo Alto, while 3,333 shares 
of Central Pacific stock in her name has 
earned a cool million and more in. ninety 
days. A few weeks ago Central Pacific 
bonds were quoted at 13, with buyers few 
and shy. Thursday’s quotation was 48, and 
Mrs. Stanford's shares had increased in 
value from $433,329 to $1,599,084. 

If she wished to sell today a million dollars 
would be realized as profit. There would 
be little trouble in finding buyers now. 

Unconfirmed rumors that Mrs. Stanford 
had sold 3,000 shares were denied yesterday 
by her brother, Charies G. Lathrop, who is 
managing the Stanford estate in this dity. 
Mrs. Stanford is at her country residence, 
near the university, where a new library 
building and assembly hall are being erected. 

It seems likely that Mrs. Stanford is look- 
ing toward the acquisition rather than the 
disposal of Central Pacific nugsets.“ Mr. 
Lathrop, when asked about his sister's in- 
vestment, said: : 


Is Not Selling Stock. . 

„Mrs. Stanford is not selling any railroad 
stock to my knowledge. Why should she? 
However, I have no intention to reveal her 
business plans and affairs, even if I knew 
them.“ 

When questioned as to whether Mrs. Stan- 
ford expected to increase her holdings in 
the Central Pacific stock, Mr. Lathrop re- 
fused to answer. 

Professor Herbert C. Nash; Mrs. Stan- 
ford’s private secretary until his recent ap- 
pointment as librarian of the university, 
was in the city today, and said: 

„Naturally, we all share in Mrs. Stan- 
tord's rejoicing—professors and students 
alike—because of her increase of wealth in 
stock values. Her life is in the university's 
welfare, and this comes as good news to us 
all. The buildings now in progress are 
erected from the regular endowment funds. 
However, all the legacies have been paid, 
and the estate settled fully, I believe. The 
university passed through some dark days 


once in its history, but the financial out- 


look is encouraging now. I cannot say what 
Mrs. Stanford’s plans are regarding rail- 
road matters and investments, but every- 
body atg Stanford University is rejoicing 
with her over her good fortune.“ 

From the business sagacity displayed by 


versity and estate since her husband's death 
it is safe to judge she is competent in every 
way to handle her increased fortune profit- 
ably. Certainly no other woman on the 
Pacific coast has shouldered such heavy 
responsibilities and borne them with more 
fortitude. 

The death of her husband was followed 
by the panic of 1893, when the university was 
scarcely two years in existence. The estate 
was then tied up, and the endowment was 
unproductive, while seventy-five professors 
and a hundred employés in and about the 
institution were looking forward to pay-day, 
with their last month’s salaries fast dis- 
appearing.

INSURANCE AFPAI RS.

The report shows forty-two fires in that 
time, and — 

he n of compiling and distributing these 
reports is got so much to ascertain the number and 
extent of losses from electrical causes as to 
demonstrate practically by actual illustration ape- 
cific dangers that lie in a lax enforcement of the 
National Electrical Code of rules. A large number 
of incipient fires and ‘ burnouts,’ due to grounds 
of high potential systems on building fronts, signs, 
awning frames, etc., being of minor instructive 
interest, are omitted. The usual number of holi- 
day fires due to defective wiring for show window 
displays again emphasizes the necessity of greater 
care in holiday electrical decoration. All switches 
and cutouts should invariably be placed outside 
show windows, and inflammable material of what- 
ever nature kept a distance of at least one foot 
from wires, lamps, and sockets. Additional fires 
mvotving losses aggregating $179,700 are reported 
as electrical, but as no accurate knowledge of their 
origin can be had, they are omitted from this re- 


port. 

Kentucky distfflers have decided to organize a 
mutual fire insurance company to carry their risks. 
The plan is to have the distillers agree that they 
will call their ** accrued and accruing ”’ storage 
on whisky now in warehouses assets. They es- 
timate that 2,000,000 barrels being in storage, each 


before the whisky is taken out of bond, thj 
age can be mortgaged. The distillers claim they 
pay on whisky alone premiums amounting to 
$220,000 a year at a rate about double that paid 
for similar risks in other parts of the country. 
This total of premiums does not include the in- 
surance paid on the warehouse buildings. 

It is reported that the demoralization in rates 
which has spread over Ohio is now reaching West 
Virgina. A rate has been made on a large iron 
industry that has always been controlled in Wheel- 
ing. One or two Ohio agents, taking advantage of 
the tions in State, endeavored to secure 
the insurance on theiplant and cut the average rate 
almost in two. The uence was that the.

at the reduced rate, and met it. 

At the request of Attorney Patterson in the 
Monnett insurance anti-trust suits, the Ohio Su- 
preme Court has consented to reconsider its deci- 
sion that the insurance superintendent has not 
discretionary powers to decide whether the insur- 
ance business is a trust, and that consequently 
the question must be decided by the Supreme Court. 


New York, Jan. 21.— [Special. There have been 
con ictory reports concerning the results of the 
last meeting of the committee of fifteen, which has 
been laboring so long to evolve a place for a new 
tariff association. The chairman of the commit- 
tee, President Kremer of the German-American, 
today suthoritatively confirmed the statement pub- 
lished here yesterday that the committee had com- 
pleted its report and transmitted the same to Mr.

Dahlen Talks About Spies. 

It seems to be generally accepted that 
Dahlen is the Chicago player who is to go, if 
a deal is really to be made after all the talk 
about deals. Dahlen himself accepts this 
view of the situation, and yesterday the 
doughty little shortstop, who has been dis- 
posed all winter to discuss good naturediy 
the talk about trading him, put a little pepper 
into his remarks.

PUGILIST LAN SING G DIES. | 


RESULT OF A KNOCKOUT AT A on- 
CAGO SHOW TWO MONTHS AGO. 


Louteville Fighter, Whb Was Felleé 
by Jack Root at the Madison Ath- 
‘letie Club on Nov. 15, Succambs 
trom the Effects of His Injury—Root 
Talks About the Affair and Mayor 
Harrison Says It Will Not Result in 
Boxing Being Stopped. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 21.—[Special. 
list Tom Lansing has been counted out 
the last time. 

He died at SS. Mary and Elizabeth Hospi- 
tal this afternoon from paralysis, which re- 
sulted from a knockout blow suffered in his 
fight with Jack Root at Chicago two months 
ago. Lansing became paralyzed afew days 
after the fight from a blood clot which 
formed on the brain. He was removed to 
the hospital, and, after a time, seemed to 
improve. The operation of trepanning was 
performed. He was again removed to his 
home, but he had been there but a short 
time when he had to be sent to the hospital 
again. His leg became paralyzed, his eyes 
became crossed, his reason failed him, and, 
in countless ways, he showed the effect of 
the awful blow and the fall to the pine floor 
of the ring. Hope was abandoned by his 
physicians, though his strong constitution. 
enabled him to rally time and again and give 
hope that he might recover. 

Two days ago his strength began to fail 
and it was realized that the end was near. 
He sank gradually to rest until noon today, 
when death ended weeks of suffering. Tom 
Lansing was born in this city and was about 
25 years old. He early began a ring career 
which, while not marked by notable victories, 
has made him somewhat prominent. He 
was never thought much of as a fighter until 
the last two years. He was Jim Corbett's 
spafring partner at one time. His most 
notable victory was that over Tut Ryan, a 
much-heralded Australian champion, who 
was knocked out by Lansing while the latter 
was acting as his sparring partner. His last 
appearance in Louisville was when he 
knocked out Dick Moore in a fight at Music 
Hall, shortly before his fight with Root. 


LANSING’S DEATH WORRIES ROOT, 


Believes It Was the Fall and Not a 
Blow Which Caused Hise Ilinessa. 


The fight which resulted in Lansing’s death ocr 
curred at the show given by the Madison Athletic 
club in West Madison street. on the night of Nov. 
15. A big crowd was in attendance, there being 
several other contests. Root entirely outclassed 

Lansing all through their battie. In the first 
round he sent the Louisville man to the floor with 
a hard swing on the jaw and Lansing was counted 
out. He appeared to recover in a few minutes 
and it was not generally known for beveral days 
that he was badly hurt.

It is now definitely known that consump- 
tion, is a contagious disease; that it is con- 
Municated from person to person, and from 
-animal to man, and that it arises in no other 
way. It is not an inherited vice in the consti- 
tution which declares itself in course of time; 
but, while some constitutions are Thore prone 
to it than others, and while an unhealthy 
mode of lite and unwholesome surroundings 
predispose to tts attacks, every case of con- 
sumption is derived from some preé#xisting 
case. Phthisis, with ail the various forms of 
tuberculous disease, is the work of a microbe 


the tubercle bacillus discovered by Koch. 


This living organism is present in countless 
millions in the diseased lungs or intestines 
or bones. By its multiplication it blocks the 
minute blood vessels, chokes the air vesicles, 
and destroys structures, and by a poison or 
toxin which it forms, it gives rise to febrile 
disturbance, nocturnal perspirations, and 
wasting. It is by the transmission of these 
bacilli that tuberculous diseases of all kinds 
are spread. The principal way in which they 
are conveyed from a diseased to a healthy 
person is by means of the expectoration, 


and which when dried is suspended in the 
atmosphere, especially of ill-ventilated 
rooms, in the form of dust, and inhaled. 
Happily, they are not present in the breath 
of the consumptive patient, so that con- 
sumption is not contracted merely by breath- 
ing the same air or living in the same house 
with a sufferer.’’ 

A couple of weeks ago, when the great 
Smithfield cattle show was being held in 
London, I had a conversation with one of 
the best cattle breeders in England. In ad- 
dition to being a breeder of pedigree stock, 
he also runs a large dairy business. Just 
then the newspapers were: devoting consid- 
erable attentſön to the danger of tubercu- 
losis being spread by means of milk, and 
some astounding figures were quoted as to 
the percentage of tuberculous cattle in the 
herds of England. This big cattleman ac- 
knowledged the truth of it, and said that the 
cure was simple. To sterilize the milk was 
simple and cheap, and would benefit both 
customer and producer, for the former would 
not only get pure milk but would get it 
cheaper, as sterilized milk would be put up 
in bottles, could be kept for a, long time, 
and, in fact, could be dealt with in much the 
game fashion as aerated waters are; the 
dairyman, of course, would benefit, as he 
would not be obliged to get rid of his milk 
every day, and by being able to keep it 
longer would be abte to guarantee a regular 
supply. The one objection was the apathy 
of the British public. It seemed hopeless to 
expect them to support any such measure 
by patronizing men of sufficient enterprise 
to supply them with so desirable a com- 
modity. 7 

For this reason the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Consumption does not propose to seek 
any compulsory powers. As Sir Willlam 
Broadbent said: 
Its method is instruction and persuasion, 
not compuision. In particular it will seek

at cures. ‘‘ The isolation and cure of those 
suffering,” said Sir William, “ is the best 
and most efficient preventive measure, since 
a consumptive patient once lodged in a 
sanatorium ceases to be a focus from which 
the disease spreads. Your Royal Highdess | 
has visited Falkenstein, and can bear wit- 
ness to the provision there made for the 
open-air treatment of phthisis, and of the 
success which attends it. Your Royal High- 
ness may, therefore, well reproach us for 
lagging behind Germany in a matter of 
such importance. America also is in ad- 
vance of this country, but it is only lately 
that the medical profession here has been 
convinced that the open-air treatment of 
consumption could be successfully carried 
out in this country. We have thought it 
necessary to send our patients on long 
voyages, or to the south of France, or to the 
germ-free atmosphere of the high Alps.

Now, however, experience gained in 
such diverse parts of the country as Edin- 
burg, Norfolk, and Ireland, to say nothing 
of the different winter resorts on the south 
coast, has demonstrated that most satis- 
factory results can be obtained at home.

Lord Salisbury, in addressing the meeting. 
referred to the difficulty of enforcing any 
measures of safety upon the public, and said 
that it was only by persuasion and education 
that anything could be done—sound opinion 
upon this subject must be taught; it cannot 
be enforced. 

The Prince of Wales also referred to the 
all-important matter of milk and meat, and 
while agreeing with Lord Salisbury that 
compulsory measures would be impractica- 
dle, he hoped that some might be found who 
would sacrifice their diseased cattle to the 
common good. A proof of the.tremendous 
prevalence of tuberculosis in cattle is the 
fact, stated by the Prince, that recently the 
cattle on the home farm of the Queen were 
tested and no fewer than thirty-six of these 
carefully nurtured beasts were found to be 
tuberculous and were immediately de- 
stroyed.

While dealing with the subject of con- 
sumption it may be interesting to notice an 
account of a new cure which has come from 
St. Petersburg. Dr. Lovsky has been mak- 
ing experiments with natrum cinnamylicum, 
for which he announces wonderful results. 
At a meeting of the Russian Society of 
Medicine Dr. Lovsky recently gave particu- 
lars of five cases upon which he had pro- 
duced visible effects by injections of natrum 
cinnamylicum, 
The results obtained were as follows: One 
patient was in a desperate condition and 
died in a few days. Another) having felt 
relief, came no more for treatment. The 
rest were present at the meeting of the so- 
elety. Of these patients No, 1, a poor man, 
who often had no regular nourishment, 
came to Dr. Lovsky in March of the pres- 
ent year. He had a strong cough, severe 
perspiration and feverishness, diminution 
of vital power had prevented him from 
following his business, and the diagnosis : 
clearly showed that he was suffering from 
tuberculosis. The injections of natrum | 
cinnamylicum were begun on March 15, and 
were repeated every three or four days. For 
the first two months there was no sign of 
amelioration in his condition, .but after- 
ward it soon appeared and “he symptoms 
subsided. He gained eight pounds in weight, 
despite his insufficient food, and he is. how

Patient Ne. 2 was in a bad way, and gal- 
loping consumption Was even feared.

His condition 
soon improved, and although bacilli are still 
to be detected, they are far less numerous, 
and he seems to be getting on well. 

Patient No. 3 was a young man 28 years 
of age. His treatment began on Sept. 15, 
and by Noy. 22 his weight had increased, 
and, although his state had been grave, the 
bacilli had disappeared at the end of eighty 
days, he felt well, and was able to work. 

The other cases were of a similar char-

FLORIDA SHARES IN PROSPERITY 


Belief That the State Will Not Be Re- 
tarded by the Accession of Cuba 
and Porto Rico. 


During the early weeks of the Spanish- 
American war, and, indeed, ever since the 
last Cuban insurrection assumed formidable 
proportions, there were prophets in abun- 
dance who predicted that if Cuba was ever 
freed or annexed to this country Florida 
would be seriously injured, the reason as- 
signed being that many of the chief agri- 
cultural products which add to Florida's 
wealth could be raised cheaper and better 
in Cuba, and hence Florida would be unable 
to compete with the beautiful and fertile 
island. It was confidently predicted, and 
not without plausibility, that Cuba would 
rob Florida of her tobacco, fruit, sugar- 
cane, and stock-raising industries, and of a 


large portion of her population engaged in 


those industries. More recent developments, 
have silenced these prophecies, and tend to 
prove them to have been groundiess, Cuba 
will doubtless regain her supremacy in sugar- 
growing, but the world's demand will call 
for every pound that Florida can produce, 
and the statistics of the State Department of 
Agriculture show that the industry in Florida 
is growing with phenomenal rapidity.. The 
vast everglade region is being swiftly con- 
verted into a tre s cane farm, and it 
is as fértile and Bo adapted to the crop 
as any portion of ‘ 

In the field of tobacco raising and the 
manufacture of cigars Florida has proved 
her fitness and advantages so clearly that 
the attention of her people will be devoted 
more and more to these industries. Tobacco 
is not a new crop for Florida, but for a score 
of years after the war between the States 
it was negiected. About ten years ago, how- 
ever, its cultivation was resumed, and dis- 
orders in Cuba encouraged tobacco growing 
in this State by lessening the supply from 
the island, and especially by driving many 
of the island’s inhabftants to Florida. Every 
portion of the State, from Pensacola to Key 
West, is now dotted with tobacco flelds, and 
nearly all of the principal towns have one 
or more cigar factories. The soil of the 
State has been found suitable for the growth 
of superior grades of tobacco, and as it fs a 
good money crop. it will undoubtedly be 
grown in increasing quantities in Florida. 
It has been said that with peace restored in 
the West Indies the Cubans, who are reputed 
te understand the handling of tobacco bet-

Rapid combus- 
tion, except as to the volatile portions of 
fuels, is generally complete. Incomplete and 
wasteftil combustidn in stoves and furnaces 
is due to insufficient and irregular air supply. 
In the factory furnace an abundant air sup- 


neys that pierce the sky in all industrial 
towns, produces complete, even if wasteful, 
combustion with the best fuels. 
The new process is based on the fact that 
if a current of air is properly introduced ints 
a chimney or flue through which hot pres 
ucts of combustion are escaping the aireur- 
rent will flow in a direction contrary thereto, 
and becoming heated in its contact wil 
reach the grate, or sphere of combustion,” 
in a condition highly favorable to the union 
of its oxygen with all the combustible ele- 
ments of the fuel. 
In stoves, house furnaces, and other slow 
combustion apparatus, all of the air fr 
combustion is supplied on top of the bed g 
fuel. 
In industrial furnaces the desired rate of 
combustion determines the quantity of alt 
to be admitted below the bed of fuel, in ada 
tion to the air supply ontop. In some i 
stances the best results are obtained by clo 
‘ing the ash-pit doors. In other instances, when 
a high rate of combustion is necessary, the te 
sistance. offered by the bed of fuel and the 
air pressure downward through the chimney 
or flue so reduces the air pressure ordinarily — 
exerted through the open ash-pit doors that 
no appreciably large air supply is furnished 
upward through the bed of fuel, but K 
given a double air supply most favorable 
high efficiencies.

sistent with the purpose of the heating 
stove and house furnace, and would prodyes 
a great excess of heat and require the burn=_ 
ing up of a larger quantity of fuel than 
now burned imperfectly to meet practical 
requirements, 
Moreover, to maintain fires it is necessmry 
to shake down the ash daily, so as to permit 
the air supply to reach the fuel. This pre 
duces: in mild weather a temperature that’ 
not conducive to the comfort or health of ti@ © 
occupants of rooms so heated. . 
It is claimed that, by the new process, ti 
air comes from the top of the chimney heated 
by contact with the escaping gases, and 
constant supply of this heated air fowsii 
contact with the combustion products and 
is regulated by the quantity of combustion 
products passing through the flue or chm 
ney. This has the effect, it is claimed, of 
maintaining an evenness of temperature at 
all times, of reducing labor, diverting poison

The principle upon which these results 
are secured is that of inducing a downward 
current of air through flue or chimney. If 
the first experiments an ordinary parlor 
stove was used.

BRITAIN’S CENTURY. 


Justin McCarthy’s Story of 


the English People. 


RUSKIN. 


USTIN McCARTHY, M. P., has written 
two stout volumes, which Messrs. Put- 
nam have in press, with the attractive 
title, The Story of the People of Eng- 

land in the Nineteenth Century.“ It 

would be hard to find @ century. more alive, 
more full, than the one just passing. 

Since its birth a complete revolution has 
taken place in all that relates to science. 
We have advanced from the pine knot to the 

‘electric light, from the stage coach to the 
lightning express, from horse-power to cable.

It is not only the popular dead (Robert 
Louis Stevenson], but those who are 
caviar to the general, who suffer at 
the hands of their Hterary executors. One 
of the greatest. sufferers in this respect 
is Dante Rossetti. The chief ghoul in his 
case is his brother, W. M. Rossetti. The 
latter seems to think that nothing. that 
Dante ever said or did is too sacred or too 
trivial for the public eye. When one thffiks 
that he has washed out all the family linen 
he darts back to the tub and brings out some 
old rag, which he immediately hangs upon 
the most conspicuous line. It is he who has 
printed the most unpleasant stories regard- 
ing Dante Rossetti's unfortunate habits; it 
is he who went through his dead sister's 
scrap book and published poems that she 
considered unworthy: to print, and gave to 
the cold consideration of type her diaries, 
and discussed her reasons for not marrying. 
He has been again at the tub and publishes 
through Mr. George Allen, Mr. Ruskin’s 
publishers, a volume of Ruskin: Rossetti’s 
Preraphaelitism.”’ 

I should imagine that there was little or 
nothing left after this. There are foolish 
entries quoted from his own diarjes and let- 
ters that seem flat intype. Theletters from 
Ruskin are not without interest, though 
many ‘of them should never have been 
printed. Ruskin is not, however, in a 
condition to protest, and Dante Rossetti and 
his wife are dead.

If you send me a picture in which you try 
to do your best, you may depend upon it it 
will be beneath your proper mark of power, 
and will disappoint me. If you make a care- 
less couple of sketches, with bright and full 
color in them, you are sure to do what will 
please me. If you try to do more, you may 
depend upon it I shall say: ‘Thank you 
for nothing,’ gruffiy and sulkily. 1

you the plain truth—and'I always said the 
same to Turner— If you will me a draw- 
ing in three days, I shall be obliged to you;

The following letter from Ruskin is inter- 
esting, not so much for its bearing upon the 
Rossettis as for its bearing upon himself. 
We may forgive the book for this one letter: 

Nou constantly hear a great many people 
saying I am bad, and perhaps you have been 
yourself disposed lately to think me good, I 
am neither the one northeother. I am self- 
indulgent, proud, obstinate, and resentful; 
on the other side I am,.upright—nearly as just 
as I suppose it is possible for man to be in 
‘this world—exceedingly fond of making peo- 
ple happy, and devotedly reverent to all true 
mental or moral power. I never betrayed a 
trust; never willfully did an unkind thing; 
and never, in little or large matters, depreci- 
ated another that I might raise myself. I 
believe I once had affections as warm as 
most people; but partly from evil chance, 
and partly from foolish misplacing of them, 
they have got tumbled down and broken to 
pieces. Now you know the best and 
worst of me; and, you may rely upon it, it is 
the truth. If you hear people say I am ut- 
terly hard and cold, depend upon it it is un- 
true. Though I have no friendships and no 
loves, I cannot read the epitaph of the Spar- 
tans at Thermopyle with a steady voice to 


my drawers, that has lain there these eight- 
een years, which is worth something to me 
yet. If, on the other hand, you ever feel dis- 
posed to think me particularly good, you will 
be just as wrong as most people are on the 
other side. My pleasures are in seeing, 
thinking, reading, and making people happy 
(if I can, consistently with my own comfort). 
And I take these pleasures.” 
Ruskin seems to have admired Miss Sid- 
dal, who became Mrs. Rossetti, both as a 
woman and as an artist. She must have 
been remarkable in many ways. In writing 
to her in 1855 Ruskin said: 
“The difficulty is to keep you quiet, and 
yet to give you means of passing the time 
th some degree of pleasure to yourself.

SENATOR NELSON’S PLAIN TALK. 

Senator Nelson of Minnesota showed his 
power both of close reasoning and of quick 
repartee in his speech of Friday on the 
Philippine question. He turned the laugh 
on Tillman of South Carolina in a flash 
when that obstructionist Senator inter- 
rupted him with a sneer about Norway’s 
desiring autonomy, while the Norwegians 
in the United States did not wish to give 
the Filipinos liberty. Mr. Nelson retorted 
that liberty was more familiar in Norway 
than in South Carolina, and the man from 
the stronghold of negro intimidation sub- 
sided amid much merriment. 

The constitutional arguments brought for- 
ward by Senator Nelson in-favor of keep- 
ing and governing the Philippines are 
sound and unanswerable. The right of the 
United States to acquire foreign territory by 
discovery, conquest, or treaty, and torule it 
when acquired, is no longer ope nto reason- 
able argument. As Mr. Nelson says, the 
United States has repeatedly acquired terri- 
tory in the past, and in no single instance 
have the people of the newly acquired coun- 
tries been consulted or their consent se- 
cured. In the cases of Texas and Hawaii 
there was some’ approach to such a course, 
but even then it was but a shadow ofa 
consultation. In Hawaii 5,000 out of 125,- 
000 inhabitants asked for annexation, but 
no attempt was made to consult all the 
Kanaka natives, most of whom would not 
know a republic from a monarchy if they 
saw them side by side. 

The consent of the governed, about which 
Senator Mason talks so glibly, has nothing 
to do with the Philippine question. Un- 
educated natives of that kind have no choice 
but to be ruled by some strong hand. They 
are children among the races of the earth 
and they must be treated as children until 
they reach their intellectual maturity. A 
child is not asked for its consent to be 
governed by its father, nor is an orphan 
asked for its consent to be ruled by a 
guardian, It would be nonsense to cry out 
that a guardian was a tyrant for ruling 
the actions of his ward as long as his rul- 
ings were just and beneficial to the child. 
The guardian would be severely censured 
if he did not exercise the authority intrusted 
to him. He would be shirking a sacred 
duty. Yet this is just what Senator Mason 
and the mugwumps are calling upon the 
United States to do in regard to the 
Filipinos. 

The natives will have the greatest liberty 
they ever knew under American rule, while 
if left to themselves they would at once 


or be seized by some European monarchy. 
Senator Nelson’s citation of England’s ex- 
ample is unanswerable. No one can say 
that the natives of India or of Egypt have 
been robbed of any of their liberties or 
‘happiness by British rule, though Great 
Britain never asked them for their con- 
sent to control their governments. Neither 
can any man say that the Englishman’s 
home liberties have been decreased one 
iota by the imperial policy. British liberty 
is more perfect today than it ever was 
in the past. Why should we imagine that 
the same strong race, as it exists in Ameri- 
ca, would suffer from following the ex- 
ample of the mother country? “ Colonies 
have not destroyed England,” says Senator 
Nelson; “how will they destroy us?’ To 
| answer that question it is necessary to 
admit that Americans are inferior to Eng- 
lishmen, an admission which some mug- 
wumps may delight in making, but one 
which will never gain wide credence any- 
where, | 

We are not going to enslave the Filipinos, 
but to free them from Spanish tyranny and 
from factional wars and revolutions. If 
we were to abandon them now we should 
be acting the part of a parent who de- 
serts a child in the middle of a city street. 
Mr. Nelson is right. Our duty is to pro- 
tect the Filipinos from the anarchy and 
despotism that threaten them. Our duty

BLOW TO METHODIST UNITY. 

The movement for an Organic union of 
the Methodist bodies, North and South, has 
received a serious setback. The General 
Conferences of both churches recently took 
steps calculated to bring about a better un- 
deratanding, with the ultimate possibility of 
amalgamation. An informal meeting was 
held last Monday at Kansas City. Prom- 
inent ministers and laymen of the church, 
North and South, were present. The ven- 
erable Bishop Bowman of Chicago was the 
spokesman for the Northern church and 
Bishop Hendrix for the South. 

Bishop Bowman said he was not work- 
ing to bring the two churches together, but 
there was a growing spirit toward a closer 
relationship. Bishop Hendrix brought out 
the idea more clearly when he said: 

Two Methodisms touch on this border. They 
are brought together and the zeal that results 
seems sometimes to put in peril our fraternal 
bonds. The churches should agree on boundaries, 
even in the same cities. Here on the border, where 
we can impress people, outside people, by work 
in hatmdny, it specially behooves us to maintain 
the bonds of fraternalism. 

This, in fact, is the actual scope of the 
work intrusted by the General Conferences 
to the harmony committees, but it had been 
hoped that plans for actual union might 
come within their purview to the extent of 
being fostered by subsequent negotiations. 
The opposite seems to have been the result. 


At present the Northern church maintains 


an Episcopal residence in New Orleans and 
spends large sums yearly for work in the 
territory claimed by the Church South, On 
the border between North and South, in 
places like Kansas City, both conferences 
have churches. Bishop Hendrix would 
have a definite line drawn, even if it passed 
through the middle of a town, and then 
agree to keep on his side of the fence if the 
Church North would do the same. 

Not only do old-time prejudices still exist, 
it is said, but there are serious financial bar- 
riers to a union. The Church South has 
been the recipient of numerous bequests, 
amounting in the aggregate to a great 
sum, conditional on the continued inde- 
pendence of the Church South. These lega- 


| cies would revert to the natural heirs in case 


a union should take place. 


HOSPITALS FOR CRIMINALS, 

Charles Dudley Warner believes our 
penitentiaries should be turned into hos- 
pitals, and that criminals should be kept 
there just as long as necessary to cure them 
and no longer. In an address delivered be- 
fore one of the committees of the Charity 
Organization society of New York City Mr. 
Warner attacked the indeterminate sen- 
tence law, which is essentially the same as 
the one in IIlinois. He said: 


While the system of shortening sentences for 
good behavior is humane, it does not solve the 
problein, for it is taken advantage of largely by 
the greatest villains we have. The best deha ved 
men im the prisons are really the worst criminals. 
An indeterminate sentence should be the same as 
Wsick man gets when he goes to the hospital, 
He isn't sent there for a month? He is sent there 
till he is cured. No Judge can determine 
long that will take. 

Mr. Warner has had no practical experi- 


ence to guide him in the study of penology, 
but he cites a case in support of jis theory. 
A few years ago Dr. Way of Elmira in- 
duced the superintendent of one of the 
State prisons to let him experiment on 
twelve of the worst convicts. He put them 


in his hospital,“ gave them Turkish baths, . 


massage, and light gymnastics. He dieted 
them and gradually introduced mental ex- 
ercise. In less than six months, says Mr. 
Warner, ten of the twelve were interested 


in their studies and were candidates for 


parole. Dr. Way. simply “ applied the or- 
He created 
certain habits of work. 


The idea that crime is a disease and that 


the law should seek to eradicate it by al- 
leged scientific methods instead of merely 
isolating it is not a new one. Its partial 
utility as applied to reform schools for 
minors’ has been demonstrated. But bad 
boys are found to be incorrigible, as a rule, 
after they have reached an age approach- 
ing maturity, and the theory that the peni- 
tentiaries can be turned into reformatories 


does not receive much support from prac- 


tical penologists. To rob the penitentiary 
of its terrors is to encourage crime. The 


convicts would take kindly to “ hospital” 


methods and be glad to be pampered in the 
The sullen ones 
would become more cheerful and they would 
embrace the opportunity to improve their 
minds” instead of breaking stone. But 
to what avail? Granted that crime is a 


‘disease, it is a chronic one in the case of 


the average criminal and founded on a 


deficient moral sense that is constitutional 


by the time the criminal becomes a map. 


The few “cures” that might be effected 


would be of doubtful permanency and 
would not begin to counterbalance the harm 
done in other ways. Let the penitentiary 


remain as a preventive of as well as a 


punishment for crime. 


LET “FITNESS” BE THE ONLY TEST. 
The act under which the Chicago Publie 
Library was created provides for the man- 
agement of its affairs by a board of nine 
directors chosen by the Mayor “ from the 
citizens at large, with reference to their 
fitness for such office.” The directors of 
the Chicago Public Library have charge 
of the disbursement of between two and 
three hundred thousand dollars a year. 
They have to care for a building which 
cost two million dollars.. They have to 
provide acceptable reading matter for the 
inhabitants of a large city. Men who have 
such important duties to perform should 
be chosen “ with reference to their fitness.“ 
A bill has been introduced at Springfield 
providing that three of the directors shall 
be veteran soldiers or sailors. That is, 
a third of the board shall be selected from 
one class of citizens, and that a class 
numerically small and becoming smaller 
daily. This is as much class legislation 
as if it were provided that one-third of the 
directors should be lawyers, physicians, or 
clergymen, or should represent some 
particular “ nationality.” But class legis- 
lation is not in accordance with American 
ideas, nor is it in accordance with the merit 
system, which the library act recognizes 
when it requires that directors be chosen 
on account of their fitness. 
Probably it will be claimed by the sup- 
porters of the bill that the Grand Army, 
to which so large a number of the veteran 
soldiers belong, has an interest in the library 
building, and that the veterans should have 
representation to guard their intetesia. 
The Grand Army is 4 tenant, but its rights 
are secured by an exceedingly ddvantageous 
agreement, whith it was able to obtain 
in spite of the fact that the law does not 
require three of the directors to be veteran 
Soldiers or sailors. If the tenant of the 
lesser part of the building, used for the 
special benefit of a small class of the com- 
munity, is to be given three directors, 
how many directors should represent the 
citizens in general, who own. the entire 
building and use the larger part of it for 
the benefit of the entire community?

SALARIES GO UP. 

Owing to the decrease in the equalized 
assessment the county revenues will fall 
short this year of what they were last year. 
Nevertheless, the County board is prepar- 
ing to raise the salaries of commissioners 
and of severalemployés. In order to do this 
appropriations for the county institutions 
have to be trimmed down. The Finance 
committee has recommended that the Pres- 
ident of the board be given $6,000 a year 
instead of the $5,000 which he gets now, 
and that the other members be given $4,000 
a year instead of $3,000. Such committee 
recommendations are rarely acted on un- 
favorably. 

The first Board of Commissioners, elected 
just after the fire of 1871, included such 
men as Julius White, Carter H. Harrison, 
Mancel Talcott, Charles Hitchcock, Thom- 
as Lonergan, and Christian Wahl. They 
had to deal with all the complicated ques- 
tions and the grave emergencies due to the 
fire. But they only charged $2.50 for their 
services for each day they were actually 
employed. Little by little salaries have 
been advanced, until the present commis- 
sioners, men of no special ability, neither 
great lawyers nor successful business-men, 
are going to get $4,000 a year apiece. The 
Supreme Court has decided that the Coun- 
ty board has power to fix the salaries of its 
members. That being the case perhaps tax- 
payers should be thankful that the commis- 
sioners do not do even better by them- 
selves. Doubtless they will in time. Before 
many years have gone by they may. be 
drawing $10,000 salaries. | 

The commissioners propose also to be lib- 
eral with the new Boards of Assessment 
and Review, as far as salaries go. The 
members of the first-named board are to 
receive $5,000 a year, though the law under 
which they are elected provides that they 
shall receive $3,600. The same decision 
which holds that the County board can fix 
the salaries of its own members holds that 
it can fix the salaries of all other county 
officers, regardless of the action of the Leg- 
islature. The members of the Board of 
Review are to get $7,000 a year and their 
chief clerk $6,000. Their total appropria- 
tion is $87,000 for salaries and $10,000 for 
“ supplies.” 
It may be that the members of these two 
boards will discharge their responsible 
duties satisfactorily and make an equitable, 
reasonable assessment, marred by none of 


those atrocious discriminations which 


have made the work of the 
Town Assessors so odious. In that 
event no one will assert that these 


$7,000 and $5,000 salaries are too high. 
Good work is worth paying for. But it 
would be more prudent to start out with 
somewhat smaller salaries. 

President Irwin has taken the right posi- 
tion in his decision to veto the resolution 
for an increase of salaries and one which 
will commend him to the taxpayers. He 
is opposed to the increase of his own sal- 
ary as well as those of the commission- 
ers for the sufficient reason, if there were 


in the treasury to pay them. Irwin is right. 
Now let us see if the commissioners will 
override his veto. —

ANTI-TRUST LAWS WORTHLESS. 


Tue report of the Attorney General, just | 


submitted by him, contains some  state- 
ments in reference to IIlinois anti-trust 
legislation which the General Assembly 
cannot allow to pass unnoticed. He inti- 
mates that the anti-trust laws now on the 
statute books are worthless and recom- 
mends the adoption of simpler and more 
effective legislation. 

The first anti-trust act, enacted in 1891, 
prescribes certain penalties. The act of 
1893 on the same subject defines at length 
what are combinations in restraint of trade, 
but has no penal clause. By implication 
the second repeals the first. It may be, 


therefore, that there is a law against trusts , 


with no pains or penalties for violating it. 


In the next place, the act of 1883 states 


that its provisions shall not apply to- agri- 
cultural products or live stock while in the 
hands of the producer or raiser.” Theo- 


retically a combine of wheat or eattle raisers’ 


to fix the price of wheat or cattle is as bad 
as a combination of millers or packers to 
‘fix the price of flour or meat. So the Su- 
preme Court of the United States thought 
when it declared the Texas anti-trust act 
unconstitutional because it contained a sim- 
ar provision. The constitution declares 


that no State shall “deny to any person 


within its jurisdiction the ‘equal protection 
of the laws.” ‘The State cannot make that 
an offense on the part of the miller which 
is not an offense when committed by the 
farmer. 

The last General Assembly passed an act 
exempting from the operation of the anti- 
trust laws certain combinations whose prin- 
cipal object is to maintain or increase 
wages. If the eXemption of producers and 
raisers mentioned above is unlawful, this 
other exemption must be unlawful also, 
and it would be useless to attempt to begin 
prosecutions under a law which the United 
States Supreme Court would set aside. 
The Attorney General recommends the 
enactment of a “simple anti-trust law, 
omitting the objectionable features above 
noted,” and that an appropriation be made 
to cover the cost of prosecutions under it. 
That brings the matter home to the Legis- 
lature. It can either pass a straight law, 
with no exemptions in favor of farmers, 
mine-owners, and anybody else, or it can 
leave matters as they are and let trusts 
flourish unmolested in Illinois. Since both 
political parties have denounced trusts in 
their platforms the Legislature cannot do 
that. 


COURTS-MARTIAL IN THE PAST.

Besides the Columbus Memortal, 
which was valued, ground and building to- 
gether, at $2,201,000 by the Tax commission, 
Mre. Gilmore and Mr. Furber own the Na- 
tional Life Building, 157 La Salle street, 
quoted at $717,000 by the commission.

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General Eagan Will Have Job's Consolation in 
His Forthcoming Ordea! by the Knowl- 
edge That Many Famous Amer- 
ican Soldiers Have Also Been 


Court-Martialed. 


F Commissary General Charles P. Eagan, 
in the time of leisure and retirement 
which his arrest allows him, will read 
the records of the United States army he 
will find that many men either his equal 

or his superior in rank have stood, lke him, 
within the shadow of a court-martial, 

The ranking commissary officer, if he 
chooses to read.long enough, will find in 
contemporary army literature the records 
of certain transactions which go to show 
that a good many of the men of his own 
army circle, and some of them stationed 
within a stone’s throw of his own post, have 
likewise faced as culprits a grim uniformed 
board, Then reading still a little further 
this general officer, who looks after beef and 
beans, will find @hat many “ older if not 
abler soldiers than himself yet in the 
service have been saved from courts-martia! 
and punishment only by the breadth of a bu'- 
let. AS a matter of fact, there is hardly 


an officer of considerable rank in the Unired 


States army today, including, of course, the 


active and retired lists, who has not at some 
time in his career had his future apparentiy 
put in jeopardy by something which a 
superior officer, in some instances the Presi- 
dent himself, has chosen to frown upon. 
Time brings forgetfulness as certainiy as 
it assuages grief. There are probabiy ‘not 


many people who remembeyg that the removal 


of General Schofield from one command to 
anotheN in recent years was said to have 
been due to the official displeasure of a 
superior officer, and there is doubtless much 
like forgetfulness of the fact that nine peo- 
ple out of ten once believed General Miles’ 


hitherto rapid promotion was tettain to be 
checked because of displeasure visited upon 


him in a rather marked way by the Presi 
of the United States. 
How many men remember ‘that Henry C. 
Corbin, now the Adjutant General of the 
army and one of the most prominent figures 
now in the present army controversy at 
Washington, was once court-martialed for 
alleged cowardice in the face of the enemy. 
General Russell A. Alger, the Secretary af 
War, has had troubles of his own in the past, 
and one of the first things which strikes che 


man with.a good memory on reading the 


details of the present army row is the fact 
that General Wesley Merritt, senior officer 
of the board appointed to try General Eagan, 
is the man who, as a cavalry leader, once 


declared that his present chief, Alger, should 


be tried and dismissed from the service for 
absenting himself without leave from his 
command during a critical period of the 
war of the rebellion. 


General George A. Custer, who made the 
official report as Alger’s commanding officer 


that the present Secretary of War was ab- 


sent without leave, was three or four years 


afterward court-martialed himself. As a 
matter of fact, courts-martial and threats of 
court-martial, like wars and rumorsg of 
war, have kept pretty steady company With 
army officers since George Washington took 
command of the*tolonial forces under the 
big elm at Cambridge. 

It is pleasing for the populace and grateful 


to the ranks to know, howeyer, that thegec- 


ord of trials in the American army falls be- 


low, with all due allowance for emailer num- 


ders, that of the armies of Europe. 


Some of these trials of American soldiers, 
as well as those tribulations which did not 
actually result in trials, are exceedirgly 
interesting in détail. George Washington 
had troubles himself. Politicians combined 
with Gates, who defeated Burgoyne, intoa 
league known as the Conway Cabal to 
oust Washington and put Gates in his place. 
The attempt failed, but it rived Washing- 
ton's heart. General Charles Lee of revoiu- 


tionary notoriety gave Washington on the 


battlefield of Monmouth that chance to 


attest. Lee was the first general officer of 


the United States forces, or, rather, colonial 


forces, to be court-martialed. He was t: led 
for misconduct in the face of the enerry, 
which would now mean death; for dis- 
obedience of orders, and for disrespect to his 
Superior officer. Lee was suspended from 
rank and command for one year. 

During this time, however, he wrote an ex- 
tremely saucy letter to the Colonial Congress 


-and the politicians, less lenient than ihe

General James Wilkinson, for a number of 
years the ranking officer of the United States 
army, was eourt-martialed white holding 
this exalted position on the charge of 
treason, the specification being Implication 
in the Aaron Burr conspiracy.

Scott was court-martidled for calling a 
superior officer, General Wilkinson, by the 
Way, names to which the, superior objecied. 
General Scott was suspended for a year and 
put in the time studying tactics. He was a 
junior officer at the time his offense was 
committed. 

One Major General, William Hull of the 


| United States army, was the only officer of | 
“hat rank in the United States service who 


was ever sentenced to be shot. He was tried 
by a court of his peers on the charge, of 
cowardice in the surrender of Detroit to the 
British. General Dearborn, by the way, 
was President of the court which tried Hull. 
The convicted General was ordered to go to 
his Massachusetts home and there await the 
execution of his sentence. This was tanta- 
mount to telling him that he never was to be 
kliled, and he never was. Hull said that time 
would vindicate his memory, and modern 
Ristorians have, to a large extent, done the 
work that Hull allotted to time. 

General John C. Fremont, the pathfinder, 
and the first Republican candidate for the 
Presidency, was tried on charges preferred 
by General Stephen Kearny. The charges 
included disobedience of, orders and insub- 
‘ordination. Fremont had been superseded 
in California by General Kéarny, who, on 
arriving there, had some trouble with Com- 
modore Stockton. Fremont, though Kear- 
ny’s junior officer, sided with Stockton. He 
was tried in Washington on the charges pre- 
ferred and sentenced to be dismissed, though 
the sentehce was coupled with a recommen- 
dation to mercy. The mercy came along 
all right, but Fremont sfiortly afterward 
resigned from the service. 8 

This brings things down to comparatively 
mi lern times. Now, General Alger's trou- 
ble, about which there has been a great deal 
of controversy pro and con, is best told by 
simply giving the charges and the defense, 
and by making the statement that a year 
after Alger passed under the cloud Congress 
made him a Major General of volunteers, 
though he had seen no service in the army 
since the day the President accepted his 
resignation, instead of sanctioning the court- 
martial which Generals Sheridan, Torbert, 
Custer, and Merritt said should have_been 
ordered for Alger’s trial. 

Alger went through a good many battles 
in the course.of the war, and was Colonel of 
a Michigan cavalry regiment in Custer's 
division of Sheridan’s command during the 
Shenandoah campaign.

NE of the most striking individual ex- 
hibits which Vienna will send to the 
Paris exposition is a remarkable 

marvelous

It was rescued from oblivion by Robert 
Demmer, a watchmaker of Vienna,

Alger's critics say that the enemy 
in retreating simply ran through and over 
Alger's men, not having known previously 
that they were there. 

Sheridan, however, gave Alger great credit 
for his work, though the present Secretary 
of War was knocked off his horse during the 
encounter with the flying enemy by knocking 
his head, Absalom-like, against the imb of a 
tree. Two years afterward Colonel Alger 
was attached to Custer's command under 
Sheridan in the valley. He left his com- 
mand during the latter part of August, 1864, 
and went to Washington. Then it was that 
General Custer reported him. General Mer- 
ritt stated it was the third time that Alger 
had thus offended. This was a thirty-three- 
year-old remark which made it pleasant 
news to Merritt when he hard in March, 1897, 
that his future chief was to be the man 
about whom the remark was passed, 
General Sheridan, in indorsing the recom- 
mendation for a court to try Alger, wrote 
that he had always considered Alger a good 
officer, but that under the circumstances he 
could not excuse his conduct. Colonel Alger 
declared that at the time he left his com- 
mand he was il] and that he went to Wash- 
ington on the advice of the surgeon. Presi- 
dent Lincoln accepted Colonel Alger’s resig- 
nation, it is said, on the day that Sheridan's 
indorsement of the proposal for a court- 
martial was made known. The fact that 
Colonel Alger had been wounded in the serv- 
ice and had fought in a score of battles and 
skirmishes made it appear that something 
beside cowardice must have prompted the 
leaving of his command. 

Most of the army officers seem to have 
sided against Alger in the matter, and as the 


eral Eagan’s side of the controversy with 
Miles, the shadow of the old story, with its 
possible effect upon the minds of those en- 
gaged in Eagan’s trial, is just now adding 
gloom to other inconveniences of the offi- 
cial-judicial occasion. 
General George A. Custer, who, with his 
two gallant squadrons of the Seventh Cav- 
alry, was killed by the Sioux in the Rosebud 


Merritt, whom Secretary Alger has particu- 
lar reason to remember, underwent one of 
the most famous trials) in the history of 
the army, was convicted, and served his pun- 
ishment. Custer had risen to the rank of 
Major General of volunteers during the war 
and was one of the most famous cavalry 
leaders the country knew. His popularity 
in civil circles was unbounded. Neither 
this, however, nor his great record as a 
fighter saved him from punishment. In the 
years 1866-67, or thereabouts, General Cus- 
ter, then Lieutenant Colonel of the Seventh 
Cavalry in the regular establishment, was 
sent on an expedition against the Arapa- 
hoes, Kiowas, and Cheyennes, who were 
slaughtering settlers in Western Kansas, 

For nearly two years Custer was prac- 
tically cut off from i.cadquarters. He sub- 
dued the Indians and made life safe for the 
settlers. Then he started back for civiliza- 
tion, expecting, as he himself said in a 
magazine article, to be congratulated upon 
having broken the power of the savages, 
but, instead of a congratulatory word, the 
first message he received was one ordering 
him into arrest. Custer was charged with 
the ill-treatment of his men and, if recollec- 
tion does not fail, with having summarily 
shot two or three of them whose conduct 
did not please him. 

A small squad, having procured a supply 
of liquor, left camp and proceeded to fill up. 
Some of the squad’s members were shot, it 
is said, by Custer's order because they re- 
fused to return to camp. The Indian fighter 
was also charged with having strapped a 
saddle on the back of a man who had thought- 
lessly boasted that he could“ drink like a 
horse.“ Custer caused another man, so it 
was said, to ride the boasting soldier to a 
brook, where he was forced to drink like a 


desired. 

It may not be particularly consoling read- 
ing for General Eagan, as he peruses the 
pages of the Custer trial, to know that, de- 
spite all possible soldier and civilian pres- 
sure that could be brought to bear, Custer 
was forced into retirement for two years 
with loss of rank and command. 

Henry C. Corbin, Adjutant General of the 
United States army, has had rapid prefer- 
ment ever since he was in the service. Many 
army officers say that one of General Cor- 
bin’s ambitions is to subordinate to his 
own department that of the Inspector Gen- 
eral. It has been intimated that a desire 


of the reasons for the ordering ‘of Inspector 
General Breckinridge to Cuba, so that his 
influence against the idea would be less 
potent. Friends of General Corbin say that 
this is nonsense, but the insinuation and the 
retort have atided much to the-official un- 
pleasantness among army officers in Wash- 
ington. General Corbin, the records show, 
when a junior line officer in an Ohio regi- 
ment during the early years of the war, was 
court-martialed for cowardice. It was 
charged that he sought the shelter of a 
goodly-sized tree while urging the men 
under him to go forward and fight’ the 
enemy. Some of the members of the court 
thought that General Corbin was guilty, but 
the higher authorities did not agree and 
thought the evidence was too trivial to be 
considered. 

The office of the Judge Advocate General 
of the army will be called upon to look after 
legal quibbles during the conduct of the 
trial. Guido N. Lieber is the Judge Advocate 
General and consequently the head of what 
may be called the Supreme Court of the 
service. Even the ermine of this army 
bench, or, more properly speaking, bar, has 
been touched with the shadow of a court- 
martial. General Lieber succeeded Judge 
Advocate General Daniel G. Swaim, who was 
tried by a court-martial while holding his 
high office, and was given the unique 
sentence of army court-martial history— 
suspension from rank and office for twelve 
years. 

Outside of General Eagan, Nelson A. 
Miles, ranking Major General of the United 
States army, is perhaps the most interested 
man in the outcome of the trial. General 
Miles has never been court-martialed, but 
he has had other troubles. When Miles was 
in command in the Southwest at the time 
of the Apache troubles he ran foul of the 
anger of President Cleveland on a matter 


his band. This was as sharp an encounter 

as ever occurred in the military tilt-yard, 

where the weapons were only pointed words. 

Miles’ promotion to a Major Generalship 
was supposed to have been so jeopardized 

that there were few army officers who be- 

lieved that he would receive the nomina- 

tion at the hands of President Cleveland 

when the time came. * 

Brigadier General James W. Forsythe, 
familiarly known in Chicago as “ Tony,” 
was once made the subject of a military in- 
quiry on the unpleasant charge of having 
needlessly caused the slaughter of women 
and children at the battle of Wounded 
Knee, South Dakota. General Miles was 
the commanding officer who ordered For- 
sythe into arrest. Forsythe was cleared 
by the Board of Inquiry, but it is thoroughly 
believed in army circles to the present day 
that his promotion to the rank of Brigadier 
General for some years was delayed on ac- 
count of the fact that he had been tem- 
porarily under a cloud. 

‘Perhaps the most celebrated army court- 
martial of a man of high rank was that 
of Fitz John Porter, who was cashiered from 
the service with the additional sentence of 
being forever debarred from holding any 
office of trust or emolument in the service 
of the United States. General John Pope 
was defeated at the second battle of Rull 
He claimed that defeat was due to 
Fitz John Porter's disobedience of orders 
in not bringing up his command as directed. 
Porter’s command, howeyer, arrived in time 
during the next day to vent the defeat 
becoming an absolute rout. Porter was tried 
by court-martial in Washington and dis- 
missed im disgrace. He claimed that he 
had been not only unjustly but wickedly 
treated. He fought by every means in his 
power to secure the rehabilitation of his 
rights. The case went to Congress time 
after time and Porter’s case was defeated. 
In the later years of his life General Grant 
took up the matter, studied the situation 
carefully, and wrote an article called An 
Unmerited Stigma.“ This article, from so 
high an authority, brought about the de- 
sired result. Fitz John Porter's disabilities 
were removed and he was restored to the 
army, being placed on the retired list with 
the rank of Colonel. 

General Eagan may peruse the list and 
find that when his name is slipped into 
the “trouble and tribulation ” pigeon hole 
among the government archives it will not 
be without distinguished company.

f any great social problem of life. 
Locally, the subject of juvenile depravity 
and its correction is an urgent one and has 
attracted probably more attention among 
e public-spirited citizens of Chicago in 


nt years than that of any other im- 
#. mediately affecting the individual. 


By a wise discrimination on the part of 
those intrusted wiih the aiministration of 
zustice and corrective measures, the grand 
1 ace selected with great care from 
the beet, most representative, and broad- 
minded class of citizens. And it is a sig- 
nificant fact that the grand juries of Cook 
County for the last fifteen years have 
urged the need of a more enlightened meth- 
od of dealing with youthful offenders than 
pbtains now. 

During that time, of course, there has 

n pronounced progress in that direction, 
ut nothing like an ideal method has yet 
been put in operation. At the same time, 
efforts in that direction are making con- 
stantly and good results are expected this 
ear, with the codperation of the 
ure. One bill has been prepared for 
presentation to the Legislature, and an- 
other, in harmony with it, but with some 
additions, will be offered. 


Although many grand juries have made 


recommendations for the correction of the 
xisting systems of deatine with For- 
énders, they have been largely perfunctory, 
and it remained for the grand jury of May, 
1898, to do something tangible in the direc- 
tion of enforcing its recommendation. 

This grand jury, of which B. E. Sunny 
was foreman, determined to perpetuate it- 
self in the form of a citizens’ committee to 
study the subject of juvenile correction and 
devise a method for an improvement on

The jury; or committee, and especially Mr. | 


Gunny, devoted months to the study of 


“methods for the correction of boy offenders 


throughout the country, and embodied the 
result in an exhaustive report. But the com- 
mittee will not stop there. Mr. Sunny and 
his associates are preparing a bill for presen- 
tation to the Legislature, and will urge its 
passage by a powerful but legitimate lobby. 
The committee observed in its capacity as 


jurymen that the Cook County grand jury is 


in session for about twelve days each month, 
a new set of men serving on each jury, and 
the first two days of each session are gener- 
ally devoted to boy cases.“ These cases 


are against boys of from 10 to 16 years of | 


age, for various offenses, some of them 
serious, but most of them almost frivolous. 
These cases come to the jury from the justice 
courts, and are among the class referred to 
fn the daily papers as bound over to the 
grand jury.“ When a justice court makes 
this disposition of a case, the boy goes to the 


County Jail, unless he is bailed out, where he 


remains until the grand jury meets. 

Take the case of a boy of 10 years, caught 
stealing a pair of shoes from the front of a 
store, where they were temptingly dis- 
played to attract customers. We find that 
he was locked up over night in the police 
station; sent from there to the justice court 
in the patrol wagon; tried in the justice. 
court; bound over to the grand jury; and 
locked up in the County Jail for twelve days, 


Waiting for a session of the next grand jury. 


All of this time he was associated with adult 
criminals and drunkards, locked up in a 
cell, and generally subjected to treatment 
incompatible with his years or his offense. 
The system—if it can be so called—recog- 
nizes no difference between this child or- 
fender and the most hardened criminals. 
All go the some route, and together. Of 
course there are cases where the offenses are 
more serious and by older boys—bdoys of 13, 
14, or 15 years—and the jury realizes that 
further punishment is necessary and just, 
-but it is confronted with the fact that if it 
indicts them there is no proper place pro- 
vided to which they may be committed by 
the Criminal Court for a term—especially if 
the offenses are the first that the boys have 


deen charged with—except to the County 
Jail, which is a prison for adult crifminals, 


or to the State Reformatory at Pontiac, 
which is also a prison, and, as at present 
Operated, is incapable of making any par- 
‘theular distinction between one boy and an- 
ther, between the ages of 10 and 21 years, 
assigned to its care. 
Besides the cases that come before the 
grand jury there are a large number where 
the charges are against boys who have vio- 
lated city ordinances, and which are disposed 
of by the police magistrates by sending the 
boys to the John Worthy School at the bride- 
well, which institution, according to the re- 


Port of the superintendent for 1897, is no 


r for the purpose than the County Jail. 
That the members of the several grand 
Juries for a yar or more have been im- 
Pressed with the absolute and urgent neces- 
sity of there being provided a suitable place 
to send boy offenders—not a boys’ 
bet an industrial home—is evidenced by 
some of the grand jury reports, which refer 
to the subject with an earnestness born of 
strong conviction. 
The grand jury for September sald: We 
especlally call your attention to the fact that 
there is at present in this county no proper 
Place for the detention or final commitment 
of youthful offenders. We have no institu- 
tion where friendless children of tender age, 
Who have been arrested for offenses ageinst 
the law, can be sent, educated, and possibly 
saved from a criminal career.

that there are at present confined in our 
County Jall children of 11, 12, 13, and 14 
years of age, where they are exposed to the 
evil association of older criminals.

justices of the peace, in disregard of the 
fact that the laws of IHinois recognize no 
capacity for criminality in a child of that 


The report of the November (1897) grand 
jury said: , 

What to do with boys just beyond the 
age under which the law considers it is m- 
possible for any youth to commit a crimeisa 
grave and difficult question. The criminal 
code makes no distinction, except in the place 
of punishment, between a 12-year-old boy 
who commits a féleny or misdemeanor and 
aman of mature years who is guilty of the 
same offense. There is no intermediate 
place between the County Jail and the State 
Reformatory at Pontiac for the restraint of 
such boys. In both of these places their 
associations are with hardened criminals. 
We are strongly convinced that there should 
be some institution, a house of refuge, 
where, by manual training and correct 
teaching, boys who have taken the first 
steps in crime should be saved from a crim- 
inal career to good citizenship; and such a 
training school should not be placed in con- 
junction with any recognized penal institu- 
tion. If this could be secured to our city it

COOK COUNTY JAIL. 

Reports of the same tenor have been 
made by many grand juries, but they had 
Uttie, if any, influence. The May body, con- 
tin 
Coo ounty Jaan attempt is made to 
keep the boys anf men apart, but it is only 
partially successful. Unquestionably Mr. 
Whitman is one of the most painstaking 
and competent jailers in the country, but 
) he frankly admits that while his institution 
may be a success in the line of punishing 
offenders, by depriving them of their liberty, 
it does not offer any opportunities for re- 
forming the little fellows who are sent to it. 
It could not well be otherwise, where boys 
are confined under the same roof with mur- 
derers, thieves. and drunkards, and are 
locked up each night in a cell, in accordance 
with the same routine laid out for the pro- 
fessional criminals. 

There is an average of twenty-five boys 
in the County Jail all of the time and they 
remain there an average of twenty-six days 
each. A school has been €@stablished on the 
top floor of the new jail building, where 
the smaller boys, from 8 to 12 years of age, 
are taught reading, writing, spelling, etc.. 
but of course little progress can be made 
during their short stay. This ‘is a noble 
departure from the old jail methods; but 
when school is out these boys are locked 
up, the same as are the adult criminals, be- 
hind bolts and bars, two boys in a cell. 

The next institution of the kind considered 
by the jury was the House of Correction, or 
“ pridewell,”. in connection with which 
was recently established the John Worthy 
School. The latter is a rather fine building 
of modern architecture, with large windows, 
fitted with heavy bars, and in the front of 
one portion of it there is a great sign, in 
terra cotta letters, that one may read a 
block away, Cellhouse!“ 

According to the report for 1897, there 
were confined in this place 234 boys, of from 
9 to 10 years of age. We can get a fair idea 
of this institution from a few extracts from 
Superintendent Sturm’s report, as follows: 

The City Council has treated our institu- 
tion worse this year (1898) than in the past, 
for, after an expenditure of $50,000 toward 
the erection of a dormitory to separate our 
boys from adults, we.are now compelled to 


money to run that department. I am 
heartily in favor of economy and honesty, 
which is borne out by the figures submitted 
in my report, but it must not bein a manner 
detrimental to the object in view; it must 
not be what we may term ‘ penny wise and 
pound foolish." Therefore, I cannot con- 
sistently advocate the commitment of boys 
to our institution until we can house them 
separately, as we are not ready to correct * 
them until then, 

In this connection I will repeat that un- 
less boys aré left with us for an indefinite 
period it does them more harm than good. 
Some police magistrates send us boys on as 
small a fine as an unpardonable act when 
we consider the nature of the offense—for 
instance, taking hay from empty cattle cars 
and selling it to feéd. dealers, at the solicita- 
tion of these persons, Judges would ‘use 
better judgment if they caused the arrest

BRIDEWELL ASSOCIATIONS. 


If anything is needed to make out a 


stronger case against the bridewell as a 


place wholly unsuited for the detention of 


boys of tender years it is provided by Mayor 
Harrison in an interview reported on Oct. 


| 14, in which he deprecates the arresting of 


small boys for jumping on and off cars, 
giving as a reason, among others, that at 
the bridewell they would be compelled to 
associate with the worst and most vicious 
criminal population; and by Robert A. 
Smith, principal of the John Worthy School, 
who is reported in the newspapers of Sun- 
day, Nov. 6, as having said in a public 
speech that the John Worthy School, under 
the present conditions, is nothing more or 
less than a school for crime.”’ 

The Illinois State Reformatory at Pontiac 
is owned and supported by the State, and is 
& property of about 165 acres, containing 
buildings costing in all about $1,000,000. The 
annual appropriation by the State for its 
support is about $180,000. Bishop Fallows 
of Chicago is the chairman of the Board of 
Managers, and Mr. George Torrance is Sec- 
retary of the board and general superin- 
tendent of the reformatory. It would be dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, to find a better man-

PAROLE SYSTEM. 


A parole agent 18 located in Ch 
examines all applications for 
city, and approves those that seem to be for 
the best interests of the boys. He also looks 
after the boys.out on parole, and promptly 
reports any who are living in an improper 
way. The are required 
S. once a month, 
Dy the General Superintendent, stating 
they are employed, by whom 
their salary, who they are living with, 
how they are spending their leisure 
etc. If they cannot give a satisfactory ac- 
count of themselves they are requtred to re- 
turn to the reformatory. Of course there are 
many boys sentenced for one or two years 
who make good records, and there are many 
who make bad records and who are released 
at the end of their respective terms the re- 
— having no authority to hold them 
The reformatory is operated on the pres- 
ent plan in a masterly way, but the wis- 
dom of the plan, so far as it tncludes boys 
of tender years, is absolutely wrong. It 
must be remembered that the reformatory 
bears all of the characteristics of a penſten- 
tlary, beginning with the guard at the outer 
walk, armed with a Winchester rifle, and 
ending with the heavily barred and locked 
cells, in which these young boys are confined. 
Brick walls of twenty-seven feet in height, 
and fences twenty feet high, with sentry 
boxes for armed guards, inclose the build- 
ings, and heavy locks turn in the doors in 
each of the buildings to pass the casual 
visitor. From the noonday meal on Sunday, 
until Monday morning, the boys of all ages 
are locked up, two in each cell, under the 
watch of guards pacing to and fro in the 
corridors. This is the longest stretch of con- 
tinuous confinement that the boys are sub- 
jected to, and, while they are permitted to 
talk to each other, read, write, sleep, or play 
games, it does seem cruel, beyond all ex- 
pression, that these poor children, some of 
them 10, 11, and 12 years of age, whose com- 
mon heritage is God’s free air, the sunshine, 
and the fleide, should be hemmed in with 
walls and bars that are heavier than those 

around the savage heasts in the Zoo. 

During the week the youngest boys attend 
school; the older boys attend school in the 
morning and work in the afternoon, while 
W boys, who have passed the highest 

grade in the school, work all day. 


NATIONAL CRIME. 


There were received into the reformatory 
during 13897 625 boys of from 10 to 21 years 
of age, 188, or 30 per cent, of whom were 16 


and under, and 373, or 60 per cent, were of 


the ages 18, 19, and 20 years respectively;

578, or 92 per cent, out of the 625 were com- 
mitted under thirteen different heads, which 
might be consolidated and called steal- 
ing (which would seem to be the national 
crime). There are no figures at hand show- 
ing the respective ages of the inmates as a 
whole, but if we use those given above, they 
would indicate that out of the 1.400 30 per 
cent, or say 420, are 16 years and under, 
and 60 per cent, or about 840, are from 18 to 


21 years. At this latter age a boy's character | 


is not likely to be changed materially by 
any efforts that may be made in a reforma- 
tory, and if he finds himself in one it can 
be concede@fthat he is bad, and frequently 
desperately: bad, so that nothing short of 
high walls and Winchesters will keep him 
there. It therefore turns out that all of the 
precautionary measures against escapes 
from the reformatory are made necessary 


because of the desperate and daring charac- 


ters of some of the older boys. 

The same is true at the county jail and 
the bridewell, where the majority of the in- 
mates are adults and where the most ap- 
proved appliances are in use for the preven- 
tion of escapes. It is, of course, imprac- 
ticable to distinguish between the prisoners, 
and therefore all must come under one set 
of rules, and these rules are necessarily 
made to provide against the most hardened 
and reckless criminal in the place. That 
the youthful offenders should be dealt with 
so harshly must appeal strongly to our 
sense of humanity and justice, and if we 
‘consider the effect on the boy we must come 
to the inevitable conclusion that the cor- 
rective process is at work on his sense of 
fear of further punishment if he offends 
again (and fear in a boy is a transitory 
thing) and not in the direction of building 
up his ideas on morality and good conduct. 

Dr. Thomas wants all the boys to have a 
fair chance, and he has this to say about 


them: 


AVERAGE BOY. 


„ Now, I do not believe that there is any 
portion of our world so poorly understood 
as the average boy. There is a periodina

The above tells the story in a brief way 
of the manner in which the State of Illinois 
and the second city im the United States 
cares for its forlorn and wretched little 
offenders. 

Mr. Sunny and his assocates of the May 
grand jury, after thoroughly investigating 
the existing institutions of the State for 
boy offenders, began an inquiry into those 
ef other States. 

The House of Refuge at Glen Mills, Pa., 
is ah institution conducted on the “ cottage 
system,’’ which is strongly advocated by the 
jurymen. The home, as it is called, is 
gupported by an annual appropriation of 
$75,000 each from the State of Pennsylvania 
and the City of Philadelphia and by dona- 
tions, It cares for 725 boys, of ages ranging 
from 7 to 18 years. The average age is 13% 
years. Average time of detention two years, 
two and one-half months. 

There are no iron bars in the windows of 
the dozen different buildings that make up 
Glen Mills. There are no cells, no jail locks, 
no turnkeys, no armed guards. 

An extract from the report of the Board 
of Managers tells the story:

“Of the whole number (832) under my 
care during the year, 657 have done well, 
showing the proportion to be 79 per cent that 
have done well, and 21 per cent badly.

ANOTHER EXAMPLE. 


The Iowa Industrial School at Eldora 18 
supported by an appropriation of about $75,- 
000 by the State. It cares for 240 boys, 76 of 


These boys were com- 
mitted to the school for all sorts of offensea— 
larceny, arson, assault, forgery, ma- 
licious mischief, intoxication, etc.—the~ 
same list of offenses for which boys 
are sent to Pontiac. There are 720 
acres of land, in the center of which 
are located seven large brick buildings and 
‘a large barn. There is no wall or stockade 
around the grounds, no lockups, barred 
doors, or grated windows. There is nothing 
about the place whatever suggestive of a 


Eldora, are substantially the same in plan 
and operation, and are both organized and 
conducted on lines of the broadest and 
fullest conception of what is required for the 
welfare of the boys entrusted to their care. 
They both show the same magnificent re- 
sults, in that about 80 per cent of the boys 
turn out well and make satisfactory records 
in the homes and at the occupations they go 
to from the schools. The Eldora school 
proudly points to the record of a number of 
its boys, several of whom are teaching 
school; several are telegraph operators and 
station agents—all having been taught teleg- 
raphy in the school. One of these boys re- 
formed his drunken father, and now has him 
at work on the section of the road where he 
is employed as operatorandagent. Another 
is now Subtraveling Passenger Agent on a 
Western road; others are locomotive engi- 
neers, conductors, stenographers, clerks. 


WORK OF GLENWOOD. 


While the great State of Illinois has done 
nothing on these advanced lines for the 
unfortunate boys, a few good citizens of 
Chicago have created and supported what 
is known as “ Glenwood.” This school is 
similar in all respects, and gratifying re- 
sults especially, to Glen Mills and Eldora, 
except that it is maintained almost entirely 
by private donations. 

While the law entitles Glenwood to 810 
per month for each boy sent to it by the 
county, the Cook County Commissioners 
contribute only $5 per month for each boy, 
and the deficit must be made up by pri- 
vate subscription. The State and city con- 
tribute nothing, possibly because the State 
supports Pontiac, and the city the John 
Worthy School, at the bridewell. 

Glenwood has about 280 boys, of from 
6 to 16 years, every one of them strong, 
vigorous, happy-faced little fellows, evi- 
dently perfectly contented, and exceedingly 
well behaved. Glenwood also has no stock- 
ade, barred windows, or other prison ap- 
purtenances. It is not a prison, but, on 
the contrary, it is an ideal home for boys, 
with all of the kindly, humane, and gentle 
influences that.make the bud of good

SOME CONCLUSIONS. 


The consideration of all the material 
gathered by the May grand jury resulted 
in its arriving at the following deductions: 

First—That the detention in prison of a 

boy of tender ycars, for a short period, is 
merely to avenge the law that he has vio- 
lated, and will do him and the community 
no good. 
Second That it is practicable to send the 
same boy to an industrial school, organ- 
ized on proper lines, for an indeterminate 
period, and benefit him to an extent that 
will influence his whole life to the profit of } 
the community. 

Third—That cellhouses, with high walls, 
armed guards, barred windows, and other

_Fifth—That the John Worthy School at 
the bridewell is not a proper place to which ‘ 
to commit child offenders, and, inasmuch 
as that these are the only institutions pro- 
vided by the county and city for the pur- 
pose and the State will not receive of- 
ferders at Pontiac for a shorter period than 
one year (and Pontiac as now constituted 
is not a proper place for them anyway), 
neither the State, the county, nor city has 
provided a suitable or proper place where, 
under humane and intelligent guidance, 
these little offenders can be helped along 
their rough paths. 

The conclusion is inevitable that the State, 
or the county, or the city, or all three joint- 
ly, should provide an Industrial home for 
boys; and Glenwood—with its 300 acres of 
beautiful ground, thirty miles south of Chi- 
cago; its substantial brick buildings, which 
have cost over $100,000; with its organiza- 
tion of ten years’ growth for the care and 
training of young boys, all of which have 
been secured by private donations and 
without assistance from the municipality— 
would form a strong nucleus for a great 
industrial home that would be a benefit 
and blessing to this city and the State.

Unfortunately, we are 
somewhat given to the creation of charitabig 
enterprises, and according to Chicago 
Charities (a directory of places of the kind) 
there are 448 institutions devoted to the shel- 
tering, feeding, clothing, curing, and caring 
for unfortunate people in Chicago alone. 

Separate establishments mean larger orig- 
inal investments in lands, buildings, and fix- 
tures; larger expenses for management, etc. 
It is, therefore, a question of expense—aside 
from other considerations—whether a sepa- 
rate home is preferable to an addition to am 
existing 

In carrying out y one of the plans 
touched upon we will fall far short of the 
mark if provision is not made to abolish the 
present practice of incarcerating the clase 
of boys that it is sought to help in the county 
jail or the bridewell. 

One bill, which seeks to remedy many of 
the shortcomings in the present system of 
dealing with boy offenders, has been pre- 
pared by Frank G. Soule and ex-Judge Hurd 
ment of the Bar associa- 
tion. Its maln point is the establishment oft 
juvenile court, which will be presided over 
by one of the Circuit Judges. In speaking 
of it Mr. Soule said: This bill forbids any 
further sending of these children to that le- 
galized school of crime—the bridewell.” 

Mr. Sunny, on behalf of his committee, is 
preparing another bill, but it will not con- 
flict with that of the Bar association. It will 
ask for an appropriation of $75,000 from the 
State with which to establish the cottage e 
system at Pontiac and as an adjunct of that 
institution. This bill will be ready for pre- 
sentation to the Legislature in about two 
weeks. 


MR. SUNNY’S VIEWS. 
„ The Bill drawn by Mr. Soule,” said Mr. 
Sunny yesterday, if passed by the Legisia- 
ture, as it be, — boys. 
now in the custody of. the city, county, or — 
State. because it is specifically stated in the 
bill that its provisions shall not apply te 
children under 16 years of age who are now 
inmates of any State institution. There- 
fore, it offers no relief whatever to the 400 
boys under 16 years of age who are inmates 
of the Pontiac Reformatory, and are neces- 
sarily associating more or less freely with 
1.000 boys of ages ranging from 17 to 2 


years. 

‘“ There is urgent necessity for the addition 
to the Pontiac Reformatory of an industrial 
home, on what is known as the * cottage sys- 
tem,’ not only for the boys under 16 now in 
the reformatory, but to receive the boys 
committed by the juvenile court—which it 
is proposed to create—inasmuch as that the 
bill provides that no child (meaning a boy 
under 16 years of age) shall be confined with- 
in the same inclosure with adult criminals, 
which latter term evidently means any fn- 
mate of more than 16 years of age. 

“The reformatory as now arranged and 
operated cannot divide the inmates into two 
classes, keeping the boys under 16 apart 
from the boys of greater age, so that the 
juvenile court cannot commit.children to the 
reformatory at all, nor is there any State 
institution to which they may be committed — 
under the terms of the bill. The court willo 
necessity have to commit these children to 
institutions supported by private subscrip- 
tion, like ‘ Glenwood,’ the capacity of which, 
however, would soon be exhausted, | 

“The bill as drawn seems to assume that © 
all boys under 16 are subject to reformation, 
and should therefore be kept apart from 
boys of 16 or over, while ds a matter of 
fact the universal opinion of men experi- 
enced in the care of delinquent boys is that 
the age limit of a boy is only an approx- 
imate guide to what it is possible to do with 
him, for the reason that there are some boys 
of 14 or 15 years too thoroughly bad to 4660 
ciate with boys who merely require humane 
and kindly guidance. This fact led the mem- 
bers of the May grand jury to the conclusion 


‘that the establishment of an industrial home 


adjoining the reformatory and under the 
control of the managers of the reformatory . 
was the wisest step that could be taken, for 
the reason that it would permit of a class 
fication of boys on the basis of actual con- 
duct, regardless of age—the bad boys re- 
maining in the reformatory, and the good 
boys in the industrial home, or cottage sys- 
tem.’ As both institutions would be under 
the same management, the transfer from one 
to the other, as the case might require, could 


be speedily made. + 


“ Mr. Soule's proposed law is a splendidons 
and should receive the support of all whe | 
are interested in the welfare of the unte 
unate children of the State. ‘If it is passed 
by the Legislature, and is backed up by an- 
other law creating the industrial home, 
will be of far-reaching and permanent ben 
— to the children who are in sore need oe 

elp. 

“In all legislation of this kind, hon 
ever, there ought to be provision made to 
protect. the State from the imposition of hay-~ 
ing to care for children whose parents are 

amply able to care for them in a financial ~ 
way. Inetances are not rare where con 
sclenceless parents have permitted their 


children to drift into public institutions to 


avoid the expense of feeding and clothin 
theth. If the Judge of the proposed ä — 
court is empowered to assess the costs of Jace 
ing for children, in such cases, on the par- 
ents, on proof that the parents are able te 
pay, the State would be reasonably safe from 
the practice of this kind of fraud”

As matters have been until now it becomes 
necessary every few years either to increase 
the standing army in order to maintain the 
proportions to those of the neighboring .- 
powers or else to equip the entire body of 
troops with some new weapon at an enor- 
mous cost. No sooner has one new rifle 
Deen perfected and adopted than some new 
Rind of small arm of still finer quality com- 
mends itself to the military authorities, and 
mS often as not renders useless not only the 
@un s0 recently adopted, but likewise all the 
ammunition—sometimes, too, the plant used 
for the production of the same. 

Thus Ge y and France have just com- 
pieted the equipment of their respective 
armies with new quick-firing cannons, the 
most portentovs military advance since the 
mtroduction of the breech-loading needle 
rifie by the Prussians in the Austrian war of 
2566. Up to now a six-gun battery has fired 
an average of some fifteen rounds a minute. 
Hach of the new French and Gérman guns 
i@ caiculated to fire fifteen rounds a minute 
itself, and the French have even managed 
to fire twenty-one rounds in a minute with 
their new guns. So marvelous are the prop- 
erties of this new quick-firing gun that, ac- 
Sording. to the demonstrations of French 
ana German experts, one single one of them 

| Will hold their own against an ordinary bat- 
tery of six guns of the type now in use by 
Rusaia and other foreign powers. 

Incidentally it may be stated here that it 
ie these quick-firing guns which are, to a 
"great extent, responsible for the Dreyfus 
ease. At the time, several years ago, France 
first resolved upon adopting the quick-firing 
eannon Russia asked for the plans and 
drawings. To this request France demurred. 
She asked Russia to wait until she herself 
had completed the equipment of her own 
army with these quick-firing guns (it has 
Gniy just been completed), and then insisted 
that Russia should bind herself to order in 
France all the quick-firing guns which she 
needed for the rearming of her artillery. 

Russia replied that having excellent gun

"That is why Count Mouravieff, in his note 


to the powers last week, so strongly urges 
that advantage be taken of the forthcoming 
peace conference to come to some agreé- 
‘ment not to increase naval or military forces 
or their armaments or their budgets of na- 
tional defense for a stipuldted period. 

The idea of an arrangement of this kind 
which would relieve Russia of the necessity 
of- spending some $70,000,000 upon her ar- 
tillery, and enable her to devote the money 
in heu thereof to railroads, is not alto- 
gether new. For the late Lord Beaconsfield, 
speaking in the House of Commons in the 
'60s, declared that France of herown accord 
had offered to come to an understanding 
with Great Britain as to the relative pro- 
portion of naval forces to be maintained by 
the two powers, and that in making this 
offer France had acknowledged that there 
should be a great naval superiority on the 
part of England in natural consideration of 
the undoubted superiority of military power 
possessed by France. rd Beaconsfield 
was unsuccessful in persuading Great Brit- 
ain to accept France’s offer, which was 
viewed with suspicion. It remains to be seen 
whether the Czar and his Foreign Minister, 
Count Mouravief, will succeed where 
** Diazy failed. 

— 

It would be unjust, however, to Nicholas 
to forbear from ascribing to bumanitarian 
motives the peace conference n which he 
has set his heart. Possessed of a keen sense 
vf the responsibilities of his lofty office, he 
is overwhelmed ‘with horror by the descrip- 
tion of the appalling misery that even now 
prevails in the famine-stricken 
provinces, a misery which is bound to become 
more acute until Summer is reached. He 
naturally shrinks from spending millions 
upon the construction of engines destined to 
destroy human Mfe when by devoting that 
same money to the relief of his stricken sub- 
jecta he can save hundreds of thousands, 
nay, even millions, from the horrors of 
death by starvation. | 

It is difficult for foreigners to conceive the 
terrible character of this famine now raging 
in Russia. The official/ reports admit that 


famine, and it te worthy of note that the 
suffe: ers comprise not merely the peasantry, 
but likewise the landed gentry and terri- 
turial nobility, who in many instances are

seeking and obtaining government and even 
private relief. 

In fact, the barine and the moujik are alike 
reduced to beggary, and, terrible as was the 
famine of 1891-92, the present oné far ex- 
eeeds it in horror. The thatch from the 
roofs has been consumed in food for the cat- 
tle, which have to such an extent succumbed 
to want that even in the agricultural dis- 
tricts least affected by the famine 80 per 
cent of the rural population are without 
horses or cattle, and, therefore, without 
means to plow their land. 

Hunger typhus has broken out among the 
people, with its usual accompaniment of 
bovine typhus among the cattle, and Russia 
may, therefore, look for another visitation 
of the cholera, since this pestilence invaria- 
bly follows in the wake of famine. In some 
districts the starving populations have at- 
tacked and severely injured the veterinary 
surgeons and government officials sent to 
destroy the carcasses of the cattle which had 
succumbed to bovine typhus, -the meat, 
though black with disease and putrefaction, 
being ravenously devoured by the rioters. 

The loaves sold as bread, at a big price, 
and known as famine bread, are composed of 
the goosefoot plant—which is ‘catalogued 
in the Russian pharmacopeela as an emetic 
Land animal dung. These ingredients are 
baked into a hard, black mass like stone, 
and it is for the sake of obtaining a loaf 
thereof for their starving children that 
mothers are selling themselves, that men are 
cutting each other’s throats, and that every 
conceivable form of crime, murder, and

Como, Italy, Next Summer at the Birthplace _ 
of One of the Pioneers of Electrical . 
Research and Discovery. 


OMO, Italy, will be the scene of a nota- 
ble gathering of scientific men next 
summer, when an electrical congress 

‘will be held to commemorate the 
hundredth anniversary of the discov- 

éry of the voltaic battery. This meeting will 
be the distinguishing feature of the interna- 
tional electrical exposition, to which foreign 
nations are expected to send representatives. 
It will be formally opened on May 15, and 
Will continue until Oct. 15. The government 
has already made arrangements for the col- 
lection and exhibition of apparatus employed 
by Volta in his famous experiments, original 
manvecripts deecribing his investigations, 
portraits, autographs, and relics, including 
many valuable gifts and medals bestowed 
On the eminent scientist in recognition of the 
importance of his contributions to scientific 
knowledge.

In these days of great engineering under- 
takings, when electricity is employed in the 
Operation of industries of magnitude, the 
lighting of cities, propulsion of street cars, 
driving of factory motors, and mining ma- 
@hinery, and the transmission of intelligence 
to au parts of the world, it seems scarcely 
eredible that all of these wonders have been 
Gevyeloped in the last century, and that they 
Were all made possible by the discovery of an 
fumble schoolmaster ina guaint Italian vil- 
lage. Yet such are historical facts, and, 
more wonderful still, it would seem that 
eme conception of the importance of this 
Giscovery must have been entertained from 
the beginning, for the esssential facts eon- 
cerning the life and investigations of the 
Gistinguished Italian were carefully pre- 
Served, and he himself was the recipient of 
Generous testimonials of appreciation from 
‘gctentifie societies, educational institutions, 
and several enlightened governments. 

Como was the birthplace of Count Ales- 
Sangro Volta, the scene of his youth and early 
Manhood, the school in which his magnifi- 
fent intellect was trained, the field in which 
ne did much of his experimental wokk, and 
the place to which he returned when his 
Work was completed to end his days. He 
Was born on Feb. 18, 1745, and died on March 
G 1827. He had finished his early education 
and feceived the appointment of professor 
Of physics in the Gymnasium of Como, in 
2774, and there, among quiet and beautiful 
Surroundings, he began his brilliant career, 
Which was destined.to be crowded with 
“vents of lasting importance to the world 
mt large, and particularly to science. His 
work at Como soon attracted attention, and 
in 1779 he was induced to remove to Paris. 
where a chair of physics had been founded 
‘Tor him at the celebrated university estab- 
Mshed by Charlemagne. There he remained 
— thirty yeare—the most eventful of his 


e. 
His last connection with an institution of 
learning Was that of director of the philo- 
sephical faculty of the famous University 
of Padua, to which he was appointed by the 
Bimperor of Austria in 1815, and in which he 
continued for four years. On hisretirement 
hé returned to Como, continued his studies, 
researches, and experiments, and passed 


» the remainder of his life in ease and comfort. 


The most important achievement of 


_Volta’s career was the invention of the 


Voitaic pile, but to him this was merely an 
incident in his experiments, and was valu- 
able chiefly because it afforded proof of the 
correctness of the theory he had advanced 
respecting the nature and cause of electrical 
phenomena: Volta, then a professor in the 
University of Pavia, had been attracted by 
the remarkable observations Galvani, 
& physician of Bologna, who had startled 
the scientific world by his announcements 
concerning the convulsive kick,“ or mus- 
her contraction, produced in a frog’s leg 
when two dissimilar metals were placed in 
Sontact with a nerve and a muscle, respect- 
ively, and then brought into contact with 
each other. Galvani attributed this action 
to electricity generated by the frog's leg 
iteeif, and, at the time, this explanation was 
generally accepted and applauded. But in 
the quiet retirement of Pavia the praises of 
‘the doctor of Bologna, with which all Bu- 
rope was ringing, did not carry the same 
conviction that they did in quarters where 
worldly influences were more potent. 


— 
Volta had been conducting exhaustive ex- 
periments in the action of metals under con- 
Gitions somewhat similar to those which 
had ited to Galvani’s accidental discovery 
in 1786, and this event stimulated his in- 
Serest in the subject. In 1775 he had in- 


| vented the electrophorus, a practical demon- 


stration (in a c«ude form) of the principle of 
induction, and in pursuing his investiga- 
tions had obtained a comprehensive idea of 
the relations of metals. ; 
Volta showed that contact of two dissim- 


Har metals produced opposite kinds of elec- 


tricity on the two surfaces, and in elaborat- 
ing this theory he produced the condensing 
electroscope, which played such an impor- 
tant part in these experiments. This instru- 
ment was in reality a combination of a gold- 
leaf electroacope and asmall condenser. The 
greatest achievement, however, was the 
production of the Yoltaic pile, composed of 
doe sinc and copper in contact, each 
pair being separated by porous matter, kept 
moist. This competely overturned Galvani's 


theory. 
It will be understood that this conclusion 
reached 


was. only after much study and 


elaborate experiments, and, taking into 
consideration the state of the science, or, 
rather, the lack of knowledge on this sub- 
ject at that period, it is not surprising that 
Volta made progress slowly. But, eventual- 
ly, his theory was satisfactorily demonstrat- 
ed and he communicated the intelligence of 
his discovery to Sir Joseph Banks, the emi- 
nent English naturalist, then President of 
the Royal society. 

The communication was dated March 20, 
1800, and was published on June 26, when it 
was read before the society. This docu- 
ment, which, by the way, will be included 
in the exhibition, is a clear and concise elu- 
cidation of Volta’s theory and a complete 
refutation of Galvani’s explanation. Other 
letters and essays followed, adding details 
and circumstances intending to aid experi- 
menters, for Volta welcomed assistance and 
suggestions and worked for the interest of 
science and not to satisfy ambition or to 
gain applause. Moreover, he recognized his 
limitations better than those about him, 
and with the same frankness that marked 
his entire career he announced his inability 
to contribute further valuable aid when the 


subject grew beyond his grasp.. 


He was in no sense a mathematician, and 
he readily stepped aside to allow those who 
were better qualified to carry on the work to 


to take up the task whereheleftit. It was a 


matter of gratification to him to note the 
progress mady by Davy, Oersted, and Am- 
pere before his death. 

It must not be supposed, however, that 
Volta’s work was confined to the narrow 
limits indicated in these observations. Volta 
showed that combustion generated elec- 
tricity by burning charcoal in proximity to 
the knob of a gold-leaf electroscope, thus 
causing the leaves to diverge. He recog- 
nized the fact that subjective sounds were 
due to current, and he sought to show that 
the increase in the internal volume of a 
Leyden jar when it was charged was a result 
of the attraction between two charged sur- 
faces which compressed the glass and caused 
it to expand laterally. He investigated the 
subject of atmospheric electricity and 
brought the same enthusiasm and precision 
to bear upon these problems that were 
shown in the controversy with Galvani and 
his followers. *“‘ Volta’s law and many 
“others facts pertaining to his work remain 
‘undisputed today, although it seems hardly 
possible that any person at that time could 
have possessed the knowledge required for 
the successful development of the theories 
advanced. Yet the concise and exact lan- 
guage employed leaves no room for doubt. 

Volta was probably the best-known scien- 
tist of his day. He had traveled much, 
even in early life, and made many valuable 
connections among men of learning and in- 
fluence in other countries. After his firs+ 
appointment to a professorship at the Gym- 
nasium of Como he visited Switzerland 


and formed a lasting friendship with 
Horace Benedict de _ Saussure, the 
great naturalist. Again, in 1782, he 


traveled extensively in England and on the 
continent, visiting France, and Germany, 
and Holland, meeting the most prominent 
scientific men of the times, and everywhere 
receiving marks of respe@t. In 1791 he 
received the Copley medal of the Royal 
society, and in 1801 Napoleon, who had sum- 
moned him to Paris to perform his experi- 
ments in electricity before him, was so 
pleased that he caused a gold medal to be 
struck for him. oe 


of Sciences and presented 6,000 francs, a 
goodly fortune for a man of letters in those 
days. He was also made Senator of the 
Kingdom of Lombardy. Volta wore his hon- 
ors with becoming dignity, but the universal 
recognition’ of his genius did not affect the 
modest frankness which lent a charm to his 
character throughoyt his career. He pur- 
sued his studies and experiments, communi- 
cated his observations, and exchanged views 
upon scientific problems in exactly the same 
spirit after he had gained distinction and 
won a high reputation as whén he was a 
struggling professor in the Gymnasium at 
Como. 

It will certainly be interesting after a hun- 
dred years to examine the apparatus em- 
ployed by this eminent investigator in those 
early experiments, to read his own account 
of his labors, follow his train of thought, 
and examine his reasons for reaching the 
conclusions presented. His medals and dec- 
orations will also be there, and many excel- 
lent portraits, among them the original of 
the one presented herewith, which have 
been handed down by his contemporaries; 
will be exhibited on this occasion. 

The latest mark of respect shown the 
memory of Volta was the official recognition 
of the value of his work in the action of the 
Paris Electrical Congress of 1881. which 
gave the name volt—an abbreviation of 
Volta—to the practical electrical unit of elec- 
tromotive force. This term is now in com- 
mon use throughout the world and insures 
remembrance of Volta’s work as long as 
electrical science exists.

But it was only visible in the extreme north- 
western part of Alaska and to a large part 
of the northern Pacific Ocean—neither of 
them spots likely to appeal to the most con- 
firmed lover of these obscurations or even to 
persons committed to the almanac. habit. 
Six months later, June 8, there is to be an- 
other partial eclipse—partial to nearly every 
one on earth except the inhabitants of the 
United States. For it can be seen in Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Denmark, Ner- 
way, Sweden, Nova Zembia, Spitzbergen, 
Greenland Iceland Kamchatka, and 
other spots where frozen food is no luxury; 
but not here. There is no E al- 
manac in the collection that is here being 
laid under contribution, but it would not 
seem unlikely that this particular eclipse 
is omitted from all the calendars published 
in the countries mentioned, or, if not omit- 
ted, its scene laid almost anywhere else. 


June 22-23, or June 23-24—it makes little 
difference which, the almanacs ;

—the moon will be totally eclipsed. But this 
ie not the American. moon, but the sort of 
moon they see in Asia, Australia, eastern 
Africa, the Philippines, and San Francisco. 
Later, on Dec. 2-3, the sun suffers an an- 
nular eclipse, brought off for the especial 
benefit of dwellers in the most foreign parts, 
since the central line of it passes through 
that useful thing, the south pole, and its 
suburbs get no farther than New Zealand, 
Van Diemen’s Land, and the southwestern 
tip of Australia. 

But on the Saturday which will be Dec. 
16 the almanac blacksmith lost his hold for 
a minute, and a partial eclipse of the moon 
leaked through, which can be seeh in Chi- 
cago, beginning at 4:43 0’clock in the after- 
noon according to one, at 4:33 according to 
another, and at 4:49 according to a third 
authority. But the exception is only an 
apparent one, for every one knows what 
sort of weather we have when the Christ- 
mas shopping is fairly under way. It is

TO CARE FOR KID GLOVES.. 


Here Are Some Useful Bits of Informa- 
tion Which May Prove Profitable 
to the Economical Woman. 


Economy in small things is often over- 
looked, and if only more consideration were 
given to this subject quite a considerable 
sum might be saved annually. The careless 
manner in which a Arge number of ladies 
treat their gloves is an instance in point, 
and perhaps the following hints may serve 
to show how the reasonable care of kid 
gloves would result in a reduction of ex- 
penditure: 

In the first place, it may be pointed out 
that rough handling is specially disastrous 
to kid gloves, and it often happens that a 
new pair are split and ruined by jerking 
them on in a careless fashion. Always put 
on a new pair of kid gloves for the first time 
long enough before they are to be worn to 
allow of due deliberation in thetask. When 
a pair of fine gloves are bought the pur- 
chaser should insist that they be fitted on 
in the shop; then if there any flaws they will 
be detected before the gloves are paid for 
and taken away. 

Cheap gloves are generally risky invest- 
ments, but some of the best shops keep a 
fairly good line ot gloves at low prices, which 
are worth buying for common wear. If 
strong and.well made they will serve for 
shopping and m walks or for bad 
weather. e 

In putting on a glove be careful to get each 
finger straight. Coax each one on by rub- 
bing gently with the thumb and first finger 
until the fingers are down to the ends, 

In taking the gloves off turn the wrist over 
the fingers and take hold of the ends of the 
fingers through the wrist. It wears a glove 
out badly to pull it off by catching hold of 
the finger tips. Pull the glove into shape 
and lay aside carefully. Silk should be kept 
to match each shade, and gloves should be 
mended as soon as a break appears, far the 
old proverb, “A stitch in time saves nine,“ is 
especially appropriate to these articles of 
attire. Glove mending is delicate work, 
which requires both skill and dexterity. 
and when well done pays admirably for the 
pains taken. Glove powder should form one 
of the adjuncts to every toilet table, and a 
pretty glove stretcher another.

A recent flight of carrier pigeons from the 
Shetland Isles to London brought out a sus- 
tained average speed of thirty-seven miles 
an hour for sixteen hours. This, however, 
included stops for rests and probably a good 
deal. of circling to spy out the way, for a 
pigeon does not fly straight to the mark. 
Better speed was once made from Paris to 
Spa—259 miles, in five hours, but even this 
gives no hint of what a pigeon could do over 
@ measured ten miles. Some authorities 
put their speed as high as 100 miles an 
hour; it is certainly nearly that. 

Sir Ralph Payne Galloway estimates the 
flight of a teal duck at 140 miles an hour, 
but this again is doubtless in excess of the 
truth. It is well known that when gales 
exceed forty miles an hour only the strong- 
est flying birds can make much headway 
against the wind. Any one who has trav- 
eled at a mile a minute on the pilot of an en- 
gine knows that the air resistance is felt 
as an almost crushing force. 

Audubon, the naturalist, once shot in 
Loulsiana some pigeons in whose crops he 
found rice of a kind which couldn't have 


miles away. From the state of digestlon of 
the rice he concluded that it had n eaten 
six hours earlier. Henee he figu out a 
speed of a mile a minute for the whole dis- 
tance, though manifestly such computations 
cannot be reliable. He placed the speed of 
wild @ucks at forty-five miles an hour. 

In general it is not proved that any bird 
ever flew more than 100 miles an hour, 
though it may be true. The swifter birds 
can certainly do from sixty to ninety miles, 
perhaps more, and almost any bird forty to 
fifty miles an hour. A frequent source of 
error in estimating bird flight is the fact 
that, at an even rate of speed, a small bird 
seems to be going much faster than a big 


one.

The country around Koubbeh is extremely 
fertile, and produces magnificent and highly 
diversified crops, that attest the superiority 
of soil, for which the Valley of the Nile is, 
and has been for centuries, famous. 


The Euro- 
pean training of the Khedive manifests itself 
on every side. Every pasha and sheik in 
Egypt would do well to study it, and imitate 
as far as possible. But, alas! the soul of 
the natural Egyptian has no ahhorrence of 
dirt, and his body loves it.

He has constant 
reports from various departments which he 
must read and consider carefully; fore:gn 
Consuls enter on the business of their gov- 
ernments; visitors from abroad with proper 
credentials are admitted to brief interviews.

At the Theresianguna Academy in Vienna, 
where Abbas, with his brother and several 
of his cousins, remained during the five 
years that elapsed before his father’s death, 
he was at first made to submit to the same 
rigid code of regulations that bound his 
fellows. The only way, perhaps, in which 
he was treated differently being that he re- 
ceived more private lessons from the mas- 
ters—a distinction that Abbas, though 
docile and studious, did not clamor for. As 
is usual in the case of Princes and poten- 
tates, his instructors declared that they were 
highly delighted with his industry and pro- 
ficiency. The other students of the school, 
however, were not commoners; 295 out of 
the 300 boasted: titles, and juvenile Princes 
could be counted by the dozen, Barons and 
Counts by the score.

It 
is with pride that he points to the fact that 
neither has he nor any ,of his friends 
him ever asked for promotion. Such ad- 


~vances as he has made in the department 


have come to him unsolicited, and in several 
instances have been urged and even forced 
upon him, 

John Wheeler was born in Wheaton, III., 
March 8, 1850. When but a few months old 
his parents removed to Turner J unction, 
now West Chicago, and six years later to 
Rochelle, III., where he spent his boyhood 
days and received his education. He was ap- 
parently bern for a policeman, for when he 
was but IG years old Delos W. Baxter, then 
Mayor of Rochelle, appointed him City Mar- 
shal, ich position he held for eight years, 
and fs remembered in the little Ogle County 
city as the best Marshal the city ever had. 

His first important police work was done 


while City Marshal at Rochelle. During 


that time a merchant at Cheney, a few miles 
from Rochelle, was brutally murdered and 
robbed by a tramp, William Mitchell, who 
made his escape. The whole countryside was 
aroused over the murder, and posses of men 
turned out to hunt the murderer. Wheeler 
took a hand in the hunt, and succeeded in 
arresting the man, who pleaded guilty to the 
crime, and is now serving a life sentence in 
the penitentiary at Joliet. 


was elected Constable of Ogla County 
and also learned the trades of mold- 
ing and bricklaying. When he was 27 
years old he came to Chicago, where he se- 
cured employment as a bricklayer. On Oct. 
22, 1878, Chief of Police Seavey, under Mayor 
Heath, appointed Wheeler a patrolman on 
the Chicago police force and assigned him 
to duty at the old Union Street Station, 
Union and Madison streets: A few days 
later he was transferred to the Hinman 
Street Station, where he remained eleven 
months, when he was again sent back to the 
Union Street Station. 


He moved to the Desplaines Street Sta- 
tion when it was opened to take the place 
of the old Uniom Street Station in May, 1882, 
and the following month was placed in 
charge of the patrol wagon in that station.

nence. On Nov. 27, 1882, Allen murdered a 
negro at the Chicago and Northwestern de- 
pot, and the police were searching for him. 
On Nov. 30 Officer Wright and others of the 
Desplaines Street Station went to 34 West 
Washington street, where Allen was in hid- 
ing. They entered a e hallway, where 
Allen shot and killed Wright and made his 
escape. 

On Sunday afternoon, Dec. 3, word was re- 
ceived that Allen was in hiding in a building 
in Halsted street, near the viaduct. Officer 
Mulvihill went in search of him, and while 
walking through a narrow passageway be- 
tween two buildings Allen opened fire on 
him from a window and killed him. Whee!l- 
er, who was off duty, was attracted by the 
shooting and went to the scene.

There is sc.nething painful as well as gro- 
tesque in these successive migrations of the 
poor rémains of a great man, and it would 
Surély be a charitable hope that they are now 


about to find a final resting place in the soil 


of the country in whose behalf Columbus 
achieved such marvels. Even now, however, 
there are doubts that the sacred cargo placed 
on board the Conde de Venadito is in actual 
fact so precious as has been supposed. 

The Dominicans, indeed, maintain stout- 
ly that the bones of Columbus are still 
lying in the spot where they were de- 
posted in 1536 and that by a mistake easily 
accounted for by the lapse of time since 
the two sets of bones had been placed in 
the cathedral at Santo Domingo, it was 
those of his son . that were removed to 
Havana. 

Some color is given to the assertion of the 
Sante Dominican monks by a curious dis- 
covery made as recently as twenty years 
ago. Some excavations were being 
in 1877 in the choir of the Cathedral of Santo 
Domingo.
